World's Largest Circulating 
Numismatic Reference Library 


Heads for Colorado Springs 


Colorado Springs, Colo. - The library of the American 
Numismatic Association, the world's largest circulating numismatic 
reference library, is being prepared for the move to the new ANA 
home and headquarters in Colorado Springs. Over 4,000 books are 
being crated, 10,000 catalogs packed, and 20,000 pamphlets stacked 
for the move from Lincoln, Nebraska. 

The library has been under the direction of John J. Gabarron, 
librarian, since 1956. Under his direction the demand for the 
library services has grown to the point that Mrs. Gabarron had to 
be appointed as an assistant. Last year alone over 5,000 books 
were loaned to members and the sale of back copies of The Numismatist, 
the official publication of the ANA, and the sale of reprints of the

in-depth reference articles from the publication, reached over 2,500 
copies. 

The Gabarrons will accompany the library to Colorado Springs 
to help set it up and advise and train staff personnel on the opera- 
tion before returning to their home in Lincoln, Nebraska. 

The library of the ANA was brought into being at an organiza- 
tional meeting in October 1891, according to Byrnadette Gabarron, the 
assistant librarian. The man elected librarian that year was Samuel 
H. Chapman, one of the two famous Chapman Brothers of Philadelphia, 
numismatic dealers of yesteryear. 

In the December 1891 issue of The Numismatist, Dr. George 
F. Heath, founder of the ANA predicted, "the library . .. will be a 
department of slow but steady growth." By convention time, 1893, 
the library contained a total of two books. 

Yet, it was a beginning. By 1902 its shelves contained 
eleven books. A book a year was somewhat of a slower rate of growth 
than Dr. Heath had anticipated. Members, too, took little advantage 
6f the library. In 1921, E. D, Putnam, then librarian, reported 
that only two books were borrowed during the entire year, but the 
number grew to sixteen in 1924. 

An allowance of $50 a year for book purchases, starting in 
1925, heralded a trend of borrowers that grew to 164 in 1935. 

These figures are a far cry for the more than 5,000 books 


loaned in 1966. With the new added facilities and services available

from Colorado Springs, it is anticipated that the demand for books 
from members will exceed 10,000 per year by next year. 

The new facilities will include a large library room, admin- 
istrative offices for library personnel, a special reading room for 
student research and modern shipping facilities for expedient handling 
of requests for books by members. 

The move from Lincoln to Colorado Springs will transpire 
around the first week in May and shortly after the library is functioning 
a new catalogue will be published updating the last one issued in 
1962.

ANA president Matt H. Rothert has 
announced, through The Numismatist, the organization's 
official publication, that a new letter translation serv- 
ice is now available to members. It is but one more 
tangible result of the permanent staffing of the new home 
and headquarters now being completed in Colorado Springs, 
one more of the many new services that are forthcoming. 

A modest charge will be made to members for this 
service. The following rates are for translations from 
Spanish, French or German into English. Services for other 
languages will be made available at a later date. Rates 
are by the page, approximately 250 words, and a minimum 
charge will be made for one page or any fraction thereof 
being considered one page when that page is a single one: 

General translation rates: (per page) Spanish and 
French, general letter or document - $1.00, legal and/or 
technical document or letter - $2.00; German, general - 
$1.50, legal and/or technical - $3.00.

$2.50, legal and/or technical - $3.00; French, general - $3.00, 
legal and/or technical - $3.50; German, general - $3.50, 
legal and/or technical - $4.00.

Keep in mind, however, 
that commercial designs are frequently more complex than 
coin club designs, so die costs may run higher. 


The average commercial order is for 25,000 to 50,000 pieces. 
The 25% commission on an order of this size would amount to 
more than a thousand dollars...enough to completely cover 


the cost of a special medal for your club and still leave a 


nice amount to be added to your treasury. Of course, the 
commission on a few small orders can add up to the same result. 


If you read through the enclosed brochure, I am sure that several of your 
members will instantly recognize one or more sales opportunities in your 
community. We can loan you a specimen kit containing specimens of our 
exclusive alloys, and we can supply additional copies of our illustrated 
brochure. 


Is there a "catch" to all this? Yes. We cannot accept every order that 
is offered to The Franklin Mint. We can only allocate a limited portion 
of our engraving and minting capacity to commercial orders, and we have 
certain standards regarding the quality and dignity of design. We value 
our reputation and thus reserve the right to produce only those orders 
which would be a credit to our organization. 


In conclusion, I want to assure you that we feel a close kinship to coin 
collectors and coin clubs, and we will do everything possible to cooperate 
with your club if your members wish to take advantage of this program.

"This is an excellent step," said Rothert. "It indicates 
that our ANA board of governors desires to cooperate with 
other organizations. We suggest that the governing bodies of 
all other numismatic groups seriously interested in any one 
certain phase of numismatics that they look into this type 
of mutual agreement and join with us in strengthening and 
improving this great hobby of ours. With the headquarters

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Meeting Report 
WESTERN PENNSYLVANIA NUMISMATIC SOCIETY 
ANA CL39 


The March 7th meeting of the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society 
in the Carnegie Museum, Pittsburgh, was attended by nine members, Vice 
President Glenn A. Mooney presiding. Heavy snows forced the substitution 
of a twoepart standby program arranged by our Program Chaixman, Richarg To 
Foley. An Australian paper wes read and a shortenotice talk on some 600 
different displayed pieces of German porcelains was given 

WANS Secretary John L. Knabenschuh read the paper "The Invention of 
Coinage", by R. D. Sansom, Jr » Vice President of the Australian Numismatic 
Society, from the Jarmary 1967 Report of the Australian Numismatic Society 
This comprehensive survey traced the product barter system, with units of 
sheep or oxen, throvgh the use of metal castings simulating animal hides 
to the eventual introduction, in 680 B.C. of official coinage by King Gyges 
of Lydia, in Asia Minor with later similar types elsewhere, Sansom points 
out that during this development two key discoveries were responsible for 
the evolution of a system of coinage. Because of its attributes of lasting 
brightness and malleability, gold was highly prized by the ancients. Coupled 
with its relative scarcity gold thus became the metal that represented the 
most worth by weight. The invention of the weight balance gave impetus to 
the growth of a trade based more and more on the use of metals by weight 

to facilitate the marketing of goods and services. Eventually the bits of 
metal were stamped with weight. certification marks and the seal of the issuing 


authority te reduce the need for a balance at every business transactiono 


= 


Coins of electrum, a naturally-occurring amaigun of silver and gold 
were used, but because of the varying proportions of the metals, it was a 
problem material even the outset. Stampings in the metal to certify the 
composition were of real help in the use of electrum 28 a acvinae mediiumo 
King Croesus of Lydia, in his third coinage issue ca 560 B.C. improved the 
situation by having the gold and silver separated by smelting, and coins 
made in each of these metals in a value ratio of ten in silver equal to © 
one in goldc 

These little-publicized factors lesding to development of the more 
familiar ancient coinages provided much discussion following the readingo 
The paper wes thoroughly appreciated and enjoyed. 

Member Jo William Ross displayed and described some 600 different pleces 
of Meissen and Dresden ceramic coins and mefals from the former collection 
of T. James Clarke of Jamestown, NeY. Originating in Germany during World 
War I as a substitute for critical war metals, porcelain usage caught on 
for medals beceuse of the beautiful possible multi-colored styling not _ 
obtainable in conventional metallic art. Bill explained that these pieces 
are formed in a press while pliable and then fired to produce the charac= 
teristic hardness and hues. After a light firing, gilding or other trim 
colors are applied, and the final firing is made. We learned among other 
things that the white pieces are typically smaller than the reddish ones3 
thet those having blue or green are scarce styles; that the black ones are 
from Coblentz and are made of ceramic infused with coal dusts that crossed 
swords is the hallmark of Meissen, and that medalets continue to be made 


todayo 


It is seldom that such a lerge and complete collection of porcelain 
is seen. The WPNS is grateful to Bill Ross for having made this special

With the expansion of the ANA junior participation pro- 
gram and the lowering of age levels for membership in the 
association, a new competitive class, Class "J'' exclusively 


for the junior members, has been included in the 1967 program.

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Interest has run high among the young set in this educational 
program during its first historic year. 

In the interest of determining the wishes and goals of 
the association membership with respect to National Coin Week 
a new activity, a National Coin Week Forum, has been included 
in the agenda of the 1967 ANA Convention in Miami, The Forum 
will serve to introduce next year's chairman, to review the 
achievements and problems of the 1967 campaign, and to deter- 
mine from members their wishes and suggestions for future NCW 
activities, There will also be qualified speakers who will 
discuss such knotty problems as how to secure NCW publicity, 
and how to prepare an effective NCW exhibit. 

ANA members in other countries have in the past expressed 
interest in the expansion of National Coin Week to International 
Numismatic Week. Toward this end, a letter was dispatched to 
several large international numismatic societies and national 
associations of other countries. The letter proposed that any 
of these organizations who wanted to forward the idea of Inter- 
national Numismatic Week correspond with the ANA leadership 
giving their views on the methods that could best be employed 
to implement the program. 

Even though participation in NCW has expanded in the last 
few years, many state governors are not contacted by local 
clubs and individuals to secure a Gubernatorial Proclamation 
or other document relative to NCW. This year's chairmen, there- 
fore, sent letters to each of the Governors of the 50 states

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requesting that they issue a proclamation, or if already 
contacted by a local club or individual, that they cooperate 
and honor their requests. 

First place awards in this year's competition will be 
accompanied by a framed "Citation," giving a short synopsis 
of the winners activities and the importance of their contribu- 
tion to National Coin Week 1967. In addition, individual news 
releases will be prepared by the chairmen and forwarded to the 
hometown newspapers of first place winners to insure that they 
receive the local news coverage that their achievement warrants. 

Early appointment of this year's chairmen gave them more 
time and a better opportunity to prepare the 1967 program, and 
this had a very definite effect on their ability to carry 
through the ideas they wished to include in the program. This 
fact was recognized at the February ANA Board Meeting, and in 
the future NCW chairmen will be appointed in the early summer 
rather than at or after the convention.

A.N.A. Names Committee 


To Study Board Expansion 


Colorado Springs, Colo. - At the recent semi-annual 
board of governors meeting of the American Numismatic 
Association, held here in numismatic's capital city, the 
board voted to increase its size from nine to eleven mem- 
bers. The increase in representation will not be reflected 
until the next election year, 1969. 

Matt H. Rothert, president of the ANA,has named a 
committee to study and to recommend to the board of gov- 
ernors the feasibility of the distribution and/or the elec- 
tion of the board members on a district basis. 

With the exception of the president and first and 


second vice-presidents, who would be elected at large, the

committee would study the practicability of the election of 
the remaining eight members of the board either by the voting 
by all ANA members or by district representation by sectional 
voting. The study of an equitable way to divide the country 
into equal districts placing a like number of ANA members in 
each district would also come under the responsibility of 
this committee. 

Asked by President Rothert to serve on this committee 
were: Rear Admiral Oscar H. Dodson, USN (Ret.), former pres- 
ident of the ANA; Herbert M. Bergen, ANA second vice-president; 
Arthur Sipe, ANA first vice-president; Chester L. Krause, 
publisher, Numismatic News. and COINS magazine; Dick Hyde, Sr., 
publisher, Western Coin Collector; Mrs. Margo Russell, editor, 
Coin World; R. S. Yeoman, vice president, Whitman Publishing 
Co.; and John J. Pittman, ANA governor. 

This committee will report their recommendations to the 
board of governors at the 1967 national convention at Miami 


Beach in August.

An election of officers is 
held every two years in accordance with the bylaws of the ANA. 
This year, 1967, is an election year and the elective offices 
are those of president, first vice-president, second vice-presi- 
dent and six governors. Those elected to these nine offices 
will compose the board of governors for the two years following 
their installation at the 1967 national convention in Miami, 
Florida, in August. 

Nomination of qualified candidates may be made in writing 
by any member, club or individual, in good standing, and must be 
sent to the office of the executive director on or before May 25, 


1967, when nominations will close.

The names of the candidates who have agreed in writing to 
accept, if elected, the offices for which they were nominated will 
be published in The Numismatist, the official publication of the 
ANA. A recent board of governors meeting, held in Colorado Springs 
in mid-February, amended the bylaws of the organization to extend 
the biographical coverage from 100 to 200 words in order to better 
record a candidate's services to the association and to numismatics 
in general. 

The bylaws also provide that the election ballots cast shall 
be tabulated by an independent auditing firm. This year the CPA 
firm of Main Lafrentz and Company of Denver, Colorado, has been 
selected. Each member entitled to vote will receive a ballot 
listing the nominees for the various offices and ballots must be 
returned to the accounting firm on or before July 24, 1967. 

Candidates have been urged to submit their biographies early 
so that they may be featured in the June issue of The Numismatist.

The following letter was sent late in December to a number of numismatic organ- 
izations in other countries as a step in promoting an International Coin Week. NCW 
co-chairmen Sgt. Rick and Virginia Bronson hope for responses from the groups to 
which the letter was sent as well as from others having a serious interest in ex- 


panding our own Coin Week activities. 


Dear Fellow Numismatists: 

As you know, each year the American Numismatic Association sponsors National 
Coin Week. In 1967 this event will be conducted from April 22 to 29 and will utilize 
the theme "Numismatics, Portrait of History." 

The purpose of our National Coin Week program is to promote numismatics by 
publicizing the hobby through our membership. Members of the Association and cor- 
porate member clubs are asked to participate by exhibiting and discussing their 
collections with the public, and by obtaining all possible favorable publicity for 
this pastime. We have found that this program not only helps the public by making 
it more aware of a most interesting and educational hobby but also renders con- 
Siderable benefit to our membership by increasing their sense of accomplishment and 


their zest for numismatics. 


To encourage participation in National Coin Week, our members have been offered 
the opportunity to participate in a program which provides awards for the best pub- 
licity campaign. Attached to this letter are forms and guidelines furnished by the 
Association to manage this program. Additional copies are available from us upon 
request from any interested numismatic groups or individuals. 

\ It has been suggested in the past that our organization expand its coverage in 
this area and sponsor an International Numismatic Week. Such a project would be a 
vast one, and as current co-chairmen of the program we feel that it should not be 


undertaken by our Association alone. 


We would like to take this opportunity to invite your membership to join with 
us in celebrating Coin Week in 1967, and to consider further correspondence with the 
American Numismatic Association regarding your feelings and attitudes toward an 
International Numismatic Week. Such a program, we believe, would be beneficial to 


numismatists the world over and therefore deserves careful consideration. 


Of necessity an International Numismatic Week would have to be a loosely knit 


program, allowing for suitable deviations by all organizations sponsoring it. Any

IncreaseS in construction costs since the 
original goat was set, which then was expected td include the cost of furnish- 
ings alsé, have made necessary another fund raising drive to pay the estimated 
equipment and furnishing costs of $40,000. This fund is gSrewing rapidly, with 

early one-fourth of the amount contributed or pledged by the yéar_end. 


Coin Collector Attains 99th Birthday 


George F. Marlier of Pittsburgh, Pa., observed his 99th birthday on January 
12. He is an Honorary Member of the American Numismatic Association, having 
joined on June 1, 1899 as member no. 102. He is the only A.N.A. member of record 
to have attained his centenarian year, and sets another Association record for 
continuity of membership. The 50-Year gold membership medal was presented to him 
in 1949 and he was awarded Honorary Membership in 1963 by board action. 

Credited with being an authority on old, rare and unusual coins, Marlier was 
curator of coins at the Carnegie Museum for many years. He held the high office 
of president of the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society, one of the old and 
respected groups of coin collectors in the country, for 14 years. 

There have been other numismatists who have lived longer, including Dr. 
Jesse C. Green who was not a member of the Association. However, Marlier has 
ofttimes made it known that he expects to outlive all the others. His fellow 
members of the American Numismatic Association salute him and hope that his 
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prediction will be fulfilled.

Committee members present included 
A.N.A. Vice President Arthur Sipe, chairman; Lee Hewitt of Numismatic Scrapbook 
Magazine; Henry Grunthal, American Numismatic Society representative; Chester 
Krause, publisher of Numismatic News and Coins Ma azine; William T. Louth, pres- 
ident of the Medallic Art Company; Russell Rulau of Coin World and World Coins; 
Joseph Segel, president of General Numismatics Corp.; John Pittman, A.N.A. 
governor; and Mrs. Virginia Culver, A.N.A. governor and past president of the 
Token and Medal Society. Kenneth Bressett represented the Whitman Publishing 


Company in the absence of R. 5. Yeoman. 


A review of the three basic terms - coins, tokens, medals — preceded work on 
definitions for four related numismatic terms having the word "coin."

President Matt Rothert and Vice President Arthur Sipe have spent many hours 
combining and evaluating all of the suggested definitions received from members 
of the American Numismatic Association's numismatic Terms Standardization Com- 
mittee. The resultant list of definitions was then printed by the executive 
director's office in Colorado Springs and mailed to all committee members for 
study before meeting at the Great Eastern Numismatic Association convention in 


New York City.

One of the major activities that lead to a successful National Coin Week 
Campaign is numismatic exhibits. When you start designing your exhibits, keep in 
mind that you will reach more people if you spread your displays out. Ten ex- 
hibits in one bank will not attract nearly as many viewers as one display in each 
of ten banks. And don't limit yourselves to banks. 

Coins look beautiful in jewelry and department store windows. Here they 
will attract even more attention than exhibits in banks because they will be 
viewed by everyone who passes by. Keep in mind that schools, libraries and mu- 
seums make good exhibit locations too. Remember security, of course, and follow 
your insurance man's suggestions, but try to reach the public. Exhibits need not 
be of expensive items, and these are the ones you should try to locate in the 
less secure areas. 

Most merchants are more than happy to have an attractive numismatic exhibit 
in their establishments, but you must make early advance arrangements and your 
displays should be eye-catching and educational if you expect the merchants' co- 
operation. Many business men will be happy to advertise the presence of your 
exhibit if you suggest this to them, and such advertising may be included in your 
scrapbook for points. 

Try to build your displays around the theme "Numismatics, Portrait of His- 
tory,'' and emphasize the educational value of our hobby. Set your sights to win 
first place.

In recognition to aid given to the American Numismatic Association in ob- 
taining Congressional authorization for a federal Diamond Anniversary medal, and 
the implementation of that approval, presentation pieces were given recently to 
key government officials. The serially numbered medals, suitably mounted in 
plastic, were presented as follows: No. 1, President Lyndon B. Johnson; 

No. 2, Senator John L. McClellan; No. 3, Representative Wilbur Mills; No. 4, 
Secretary of the Treasury Henry H. Fowler; No. 5, Assistant Secretary of the 


Treasury Robert A. Wallace; and No. 6, Director of the Mint Miss Hva B. Adams. 


Presentation of the medals, except Nos. 3 and 6, was made October 18-20 by 
A.N.A. First Vice President Arthur Sipe, who is chairman of its medals committee 
also, Executive Director Jack R. Koch, and S. W. Freeman, chairman of the A.N.A. 
Washington D.C. educational and legislative advisory committee. The Association 
has been in frequent touch with the recipients of these medals and with other 
key federal personnel for some time.

Progress Report on 
Home and Headquarters 


Since last year’s progress report your As- 
sociation’s big home and headquarters project 
has moved forward rapidly. Construction is 
well under way in Colorado Springs of a 
beautiful and functional headquarters build- 
ing which will house our Association’s offices, 
staff, library and museum, and provide for 
more and better services to all of us in our 
collecting and numismatic activities. We can 
take justifiable pride in this significant ac- 
complishment. It marks a giant step forward 
in providing a functioning symbol of the 
growing importance of the collecting and 
study of money in the United States. 


During the past year considerable thought 
and work has gone into the planning and 
design of the headquarters facility, with an 
outstanding architect and your Association’s 
officers making every effort to provide for 
the present and future needs of our growing 
organization and to see that every building 
dollar was wisely spent. The final plans and 
specifications for the building were then sub- 
mitted to competitive bidding and six respon- 
sible contractors bid the job. Bids were 
opened on August 2 and ranged from a high 
of $248,236 to the low bid of $234,000. At the 
Chicago convention your board of governors 
awarded the building contract to the low 
bidder. Ground breaking and actual con- 
struction started September 6. 


Fund Raising 


As of September 20 the drive to raise 
$250,000 to pay for the new building was 
within less than $10,000 of its goal. A long 


honor roll of over 3,200 contributors backed 
up their faith in the bright future of A.N.A. 
and numismatics with their dollars. Contribu- 
tions ranged from a few dollars to many 
thousands. They poured in from everywhere— 
from clubs, collectors, numismatists, coin 
dealers, business firms and other sources. 


It is remarkable that our Association’s 
fund raising was accomplished by amateurs 
and hobbyists, without expensive professional 
help or direction. Personal solicitations were 
impractical because our members are widely 
scattered over the country and world. All 
contributions were voluntarily made with 
dignity and in the finest tradition of our 
hobby, without high pressure tactics, gimmicks 
or ringing door bells. 


This project is truly the product of our 
numismatic fraternity’s desire to improve 
itself and take a giant step forward for the 
advancement and enjoyment of numismatics. 
It is the sincere belief of all of us that this 
new facility will provide the means of bring- 
ing together our scattered organization, pro- 
ducing greater efficiency, revitalizing its 
many services, activities, and current and 
new programs of our old and_ venerable 
friend, the American Numismatic Association. 
For 75 years it has carried the torch of 
numismatics in the face of many obstacles 
and has contributed extensively to the wide- 
spread popularity and pursuit of a fine 
leisure time activity which has_ brought 
friends, knowledge and personal enjoyment to 
all of us. 


Finishing the Job 


Much has been accomplished, but much 
remains to be done to bring this big project 
and its objectives to a successful completion. 


First, we must raise a little more money. 
Due to the nation-wide inflationary spiral of 
which we are all aware, the prices of labor and 
material are increasing rapidly. Our Associa- 


tion’s architect reports that building costs 
have gone up 12% in the Colorado Springs 
area during 1966, principally as the result of 
two wage increases in the construction 
trades. These price increases, combined with 
the addition of certain desirable features to 
the building, increased costs considerably. 


Initial estimates indicated the building 
would cost about $200,000, but the accepted 
low bid was $234,000 and, after adding archi- 
tectural fees cf $12,000 and other incidental 
expenses, the cost will run approximately 
$250,000. Thus all money raised during the 
building fund drive will be required to pay 
for the building with nothing left for furnish- 
ings and equipment. There will be desks, 
chairs, tables, files, draperies, carpets, library 
shelving, bookcases, typewriters, museum dis- 
play cases and other items to buy. Without 
these things our headquarters facility will 
be incomplete. 


Campaign to Continue 


About $10,000 more must be raised to 
complete the building and $40,000 to furnish 
and equip it. You and I and the numismatic 
fraternity must meet this challenge with the 
same dignity, fortitude and support that has 
made possible the concrete and steel for our 
fine facility. 


In order to give proper recognition to 
those who provide funds for furnishing and 
equipping the new building, the A.N.A. board 
has authorized a plate bearing the donor’s 
name to be affixed to individual items of fur- 
nishings. Prospective donors who are interest- 
ed in furnishing a complete office or other 
part of the building are invited to correspond 
with Executive Director Jack Koch, as to 
specific needs. Some pledges of funds for 
furnishings have already been received. 


Small or large gifts are welcome. You may 
specify how your gift is to be used. If suf- 
ficient to pay for a designated item, your 


nameplate will be affixed to it. Your gift will 
also be entered in the official records of 
your Association and acknowledged in The 
Numismatist. A _ gift of $2,000 or more will 
make you a Patron and $10,000 or more a 
Benefactor of your Association, to be per- 
manently honored and remembered by a 
commemorative plaque placed in the new 
home and headquarters for all to see. There. 
is no better way to render a great and per- 
manent social service in your lifetime for 
the benefit of your fellow men. Become an 
A.N.A. Patron or Benefactor!

A.N.A. Appeals for Furnishings 


With construction of its home and headquarters building well under way in 
Colorado Springs, the American Numismatic Association is asking its members and 
friends to donate toward the necessary furnishings and equipment. With the help 
of Executive Director Jack R. Koch, A.N.A. Fund Raising Chairman Charles M. 
Johnson has compiled a list of items needed to equip the headquarters when it 
reaches completion next summer. Those who donate the price of a piece of equip- 
ment will have their name on a plate permanently attached to that item. Lesser 
donations will be placed in a fund for buying miscellaneous unlisted items, such 


as carpets, draperies, sprinkling system, etc. 


All donors of $10 or more are recorded in the Association's monthly maga- 
zine, The Numismatist, and in a permanent record to be displayed in the new 
building. Donors of $100 or more receive a certificate of appreciation as well. 
Gifts of $2,000 or more make the donor a "Patron" of the Association, and $10,000 
or more puts him in the "Benefactor" class. Those who have contributed previ- 
ously may give additional amounts to reach the special status. Johnson reminds 
prospective donors that such gifts are deductible in filing their income tax 


returns. 


Due to rising construction costs, the original fund of $250,000 will all be 
required for the building itself, including architect's fees, site preparation 
and landscaping. A small amount is still needed to complete that fund, so gifts 
may be made to it as well as to the furnishings fund. Gifts may be in the form 
of checks or money orders, payable to American Numismatic Association, or of 
valuable numismatic items which will be sold at auction and the proceeds placed 
in the fund specified by the donor. Credit is given for the present fair market 
value of donated items, regardless of original cost which, in many cases, was 


considerably less than present value.

The emblems and mottos 
used on the first American 
paper money in 1775 came from 

_a book in Benjamin Franklin’s 
library, according to an expert 
on colonial currency. 

Eric P. Newman told mem- 
bers of the Western Pennsyl- 
vania Numismatic Society here 
over the week end that he re- 


- cently made the discovery. 


“Benjamin Franklin was on 
the committee to design the 
paper money,” Mr. Newman 
said, “‘and took his designs 
from a book by Joachim 
Camerarious titled ‘A Reposi- 
tory of Emblems and 
Mottos, ide 


The St. Louis ddieney 3 said 
his find will be published for 
the first time in the Dec. 1 
issue of the Numismatic mag- 
azine. 


From Same Book — 


He contends that “other early 
designs which Americans of the 
period claimed to have devel- 
oped, actually came from dif- 
ferent parts of the book and 
were put together piecemeal.” 


Mr. Newman also is cred- 
ited with the rediscovery of 
“nature printing” three years 
ago. 


He said this method of repro- 
ducing the image of feathers, 
wet cloth and leaves in a plas- 
ter cast was invented by Frank- 
lin, who. kept the process a life- 
long secret. 

. Process Secret 


Mr. Newman also. credited 
Franklin with improving a 


- method of stereotyping nine 


years after it was Eevee t in 
1730. 


He said Franklin added 
fSypsum and asbestos to the 
plaster cast to keep it from 
cracking when hot lead was 
poured into it. 


This process, he also kept a 
secret — to prevent counter- 
feiters from reproducing Amer- 
ican money,

“ing and studying old coins and 
paper money for 25. years,

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Operation National Coin Week 


Zero-hour and D-day for the start of Operation National Coin Week are nearly 
here. If you are thinking about competing for one of the A.N.A. awards, you will 
accrue points for your activities on or after January 1, 1967. If you will re- 
port noncompetitively, January 1 is still the date to put your plans in motion. 
Yes, on January 1 the "countdown" begins, but if you are really taking National 


Coin Week seriously you have already begun to organize your campaign. 


Individual members, junior and senior, of the Association who are interested 
in participating in NCW should write immediately for information. This will in- 
clude an official "Activity Report Form" so that they may inform the A.N.A. of 
their accomplishments. Forms were mailed to clubs and some individuals, so all 


who have not received them should advise the chairmen at once. 


One of the changes which the American Numismatic Association made during 
its 75th anniversary year was lowering the age limit for junior membership to 
11 years. Of course this development will greatly affect National Coin Week par-— 
ticipation. There will be a new class established, Class J, for individual 
junior members. Imagine the thrill of participating in this new Coin Week 
classification in the first year of its establishment! And some energetic young 
numismatist will win a much coveted award - the first one ever issued. 

Sometime ago we made a few suggestions for pre-planning part of your NCW 
activity areas. Now we would like to make a few more suggestions. Incidentally, 
if you missed these earlier ideas, look up pages 1140 and 1337 in the September 


and October issues of The Numismatist. 


The first new suggestion is in regard to donating books to schools and 
libraries. Having considered this as one of the activities you wish to under- 
take, you may wonder what type books should be donated. Looking at it from the 
viewpoint of the library or school, you will realize that they would rather have 
books that cover the history and art connected with numismatics than catalogs or 
similar value guides which soon become obsolete. Many libraries would be very 
pleased to receive subscriptions to numismatic periodicals if they are not 


already receiving them. 


Our second suggestion concerns numismatic talks. Here is your opportunity 
to convey our hobby to the youth of your community. Young people's groups such 
as the Scouts, church youth groups, boys clubs and similar organizations always 


welcome interesting and educational speakers. Boy Scouts may earn awards for 


win lee 
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participating in hobbies, which makes coin collecting of even greater interest to 
them. Visit your local Scout headquarters and get a list of troups, packs, etc.; 
then call the unit leaders to make arrangements. Make sure that the regional 
leaders have your name and phone number, and ask them to spread the word. Also 


contact school leaders to schedule talks. 


If, like many of us, you are not a champion speaker, check out some A.N.A. 
visual aids and use them as a basis for a talk. These aids must be reserved 
well in advance with the Colorado Springs headquarters. Whenever possible, 
exhibit numismatic articles from your collection and relate the interesting and 


often little known stories connected with them. 


Another good bet for speaking engagements are local civic groups in your 
community such as Kiwanis, Rotary, and the Chamber of Commerce. Should you be 
planning a coin show or coin identification clinic for Coin Week, why not 
accompany it with an educational forum; not just at a specific time, but contin- 
uous in nature. Sound tapes and color slides can be very effective and provide 


a non-stop program. 


If you have questions or suggestions regarding National Coin Week, to be 
April 22-29, 1967, why not drop us a line and we will try to cover them in 
future articles. Meanwhile, we would like to suggest that you start now on 
Operation National Coin Week.

Many clubs and individuals have a regular annual National Coin Week acti- 
vity program which, although not of award winning dimensions, adds greatly to 
the overall effect of NCW. We want to be able to gauge the importance and 
dimensions of this "hidden asset" to our hobby, and report our findings to the 
ANA leadership so that they may better realize the scope of National Coin Week. 


Additionally, we want to encourage clubs and individuals who have not 
previously participated in any way to come out and do a little for the hobby. 
In any endeavor, the worst thing that can happen is loss of momentum. If we 
do not keep our hobby vibrant and alive and carry it to the public, we will 
slowly drop out of sight. 


No matter where you are, no matter how limited your facilities for pub- 
licizing Coin Week are, please participate this year in the program and report 
your activities to the ANA on the attached form. If you need help or sugges- 
tions, do not hesitate to ask. We will do our best to give you guidance.

Any numismatic club or association may participate in National Coin Week, 
but only members of the American Numismatic Association are eligible to 
win an award. Any individual who is a member of the A.N.A. may enter Class 
D, J, or Y and compete on an individual basis. Credit will be given only 
for work done by that individual. Persons entering Class D, J, or Y cannot 
include their material in an entry for their club. Any activity undertaken 
may only be entered in one category. 


A list of all club and individual entries that submit an official Activity 
Report with evidence of participation will be released for publication, and 
Certificates of Award will be issued. Include a list with your Activity 
Report of those members who qualify for Certificates of Award. You may also 
request Certificates for any business institution, radio or TV station, 
newspaper, or other individual to whom you would like to present a Certifi- 
cate of Award, and we will send them to you ready for presentation. These 
should be limited to those who rendered significant assistance in publiciz- 
ing National Coin Week, 


Juniors 11-21 may compete in Class D, J, or Y. Normally they will enter 
in Class J, but if they desire to enter in an adult category they may do 
so. However, only one category may be entered by any individual. 


Awards: First, second and third place awards will be given in each class. 
These will be presented at the 1967 A.N.A. Convention in Miami, Florida. 
Winning scrapbooks will be on display at this convention and all scrapbooks 
will be returned after judging except those held for display. These may 

be picked up at the convention on Saturday. In addition, Honorable Mention 
may be made for up to two entries in each class.

GUIDELINES FOR COMPLETING ACTIVITY REPORT 
NATIONAL COIN WEEK, April 22-29, 1967 


The "minimum points" established for activities listed on the Report Form 
are only guides for the judges. Additional points may be awarded by the judges 
at their discretion. Points awarded by the judges for "character of report" 
will be based not on the expense involved in the preparation of your book, but 
on the originality and amount of work that went into your Coin Week campaign. 
Special emphasis will be placed on neatness of the report and documentation, 
both photographic and written. Color photos will enhance the appearance of 
your book and may assist in its judging, but will not necessarily command more 
points than good quality black and white pictures. 


Keep in mind that your report is supposed to be a reflection of what you 
or your club did to promote National Coin Week. Irrelevant information merely 
serves to clutter your report and detracts from its overall impression. 


All NCW activities from January 1, 1967 through the date of your report 
should be included. This means for example, that all new members recruited on 
or after January 1, 1967 would be counted, and that any publicity you obtain 
which appears in publications dated after December 31, 1966 would receive point 
credit. 


If a report is to be Non-Competitive, it is not necessary that it be as 
fully documented as one which is in competition for awards. Some documenta- 
tion, however, is required so that the judges are assured that certificates of 
participation have been earned. 


The membership figure for the purpose of determining club classification 
(A, B, or C) should be computed as of the date of your report. 


EXHIBITS: 
Attempt to show in your photographs and documentation, the prominence of the 
exhibit location and as complete as possible a view of the entire exhibit. 
Additional photos may be helpful to show exhibit content. Try to convey the 
Size of the display in the photo by having a familiar object (such as a man, 
book, or a chair) included in the photograph. 


PUBLICITY - Newspaper & Magazines: 
A column inch is just what it implies, one inch of normal newspaper column. 
For instance, if a photograph takes three inches of column space down and 
is four columns wide, its total value would be twelve column inches. If a 
newspaper advertisement carries a cut on NCW for you, you may only count 
that area of the ad which definitely deals with NCW. 


PUBLICITY - Radio and Television: 
To document your report, request a letter from the Radio Station stating 
the number of spots, approximate length of each spot and the number of 
minutes of program time. Include, if possible, a written script of both 
spot announcements and programs, If a script is not practical, include a 
summary of the numismatic program content. Photographs of persons broad- 
casting or preparing to broadcast will enhance the character of your report.

NUMISMATIC TALKS: 


Talks to numismatic groups receive two base points per talk, to non-numismatic ~ 


groups ten base points per talk. Additionally, one point is awarded for each 
minute of program time and one point is given for each five persons in attend- 
ance (round off this figure to the next higher number of points; i.e., if 27 
persons attended, credit would be given for 30, or a total of 6 points would 
be earned for attendance). Be sure to include either a script or a summary 
of the talk given, and a letter of verification from the host organization. 

If you used slides or an exhibit to enhance your talk, include this informa- 
tion in your report. Photos of exhibits will help. 


SPECIAL ACTIVITIES: 
Any activity which will not properly fit into one of the other categories 
listed on the report form should be itemized under this heading. You should 
attach a sheet to your report giving general information on the activity in 
question. The judges will then look in your scrapbook report for full docu- 
mentation and photographs, and points will be awarded by them. 


MISCELLANEOUS NOTICES: 
Posters will receive more points if they are larger and if they were actually 
made by club members. Commercially made posters will receive credit, but 
the accent should be on getting your club members to participate. If posters 
are too large to include samples in the book, include photographs and/or 
descriptions being sure to advise the approximate size of each poster. Lach 
mailing or printing of a club bulletin, notice or hand-out will receive the 
minimum points plus additional points awarded by the judges based on the 
number disseminated. 


PROCLAMATIONS : 
Full points will be awarded for Proclamations if a reasonable attempt was 
made to procure them. It is not necessary that this attempt be successful. 
The important thing to remember here is that if you do get a Proclamation, 
it can be used to garner additional publicity. 


LETTERS: 
Letters to U.S.A. Congressmen and their replies will be scored as indicated. 
A Bill will be entered into Congress sometime in late 1966 or early 1967, 
with the object of Federal recognition of National Coin Week. Your letter 
should request that Congressmen give favorable consideration to this Bill. 


MEMBERSHIP APPLICATIONS: 
Include the name of the organization for which application was received and 
the number who applied. 


DO NOT include names and addresses of individual club members, especially 
exhibitors, in your exhibits or in your scrapbook without specific instructions 
from them to do so. Such information publically displayed has occasionally re- 
sulted in member dissatisfaction. You must, however, furnish a list of the 
participating members to the Co-Chairmen with your Activity Report in order 
that Certificates of Award may be prepared and forwarded.

has edited several price guide books for the general public. 


Recognized in the field of numismatics, Rochette was appointed by President 
Lyndon Johnson to serve as a member of the 1965 Assay Commission. He is also a 
member of the advisory board of the National Hobby Institute and recipient of 
the 1966 Token and Medal Society bronze literary award, and of the Professional 
Numismatists Guild educational award for his services as an advisor to the 


Roosevelt University numismatic program. 


A world traveler, he has guided several numismatic tours including the 1964 
Numismatic News European tour and the 1965 post-A.N.A. convention Mexican tour. 


On the European adventure he met and interviewed the directors of the mints of

Portugal, Switzerland, France and England. He and his tour group were received

A.N.A. Board Appoints Executive Director 


At its August 20 meeting in Chicago, the board of governors appointed Jack 
R. Koch to the new position of "Executive Director" of the American Numismatic 
Association. The announcement by President Matt H. Rothert, at the Saturday 
evening banquet, stressed the great care taken and the careful screening of the 
other applicants for the position by the board before the important decision 
was reached. As previously reported (p. 574, May issue, The Numismatist) the 
board retained an outside professional management counsel to soreen the appli- 


cants, and relied heavily on its recommendations. 


The appointment of Koch, who has been acting executive secretary since last 
December 31 and had been assistant to Don Sherer, executive secretary, since 
February 1964, was the first major step toward setting up the new A.N.A. organ- 
ization (p. 1842, December 1965, The Numismatist) agreed upon at the October 1965 
board meeting. This organization plan was designed in connection with setting 
up the permanent headquarters of the Association in Colorado Springs. Koch and 
his office staff have been located in temporary, rent-free quarters in Colorado 
Springs since last June 1. Other changes are under careful consideration but, 
with the exception of the editorial office of The Numismatist, will have to 


await completion of the permanent building, expected next summer. 


Jaok Koch dates his coin collecting activity back to his high school days 
in 1945. Following service in the U.S. Navy (1950-54), he was employed as a 
pharmacist in the State of Washington where he advanced to general manager of 
SavKo Super Stores in Moss Lake in 1962. He moved to Phoenix, Ariz., in 1964 
as manager of the Ryan Evans Drug Co., a position he held until becoming the 
full-time acting executive secretary of A.N.A. on Jan. 1, 1966. 


In the field of numismatics, Jack has been active since organizing a coin 
club while attending high school. He has held a number of offioes in several 
local and regional numismatic groups, including the presidency of the Puget 
Sound Numismatic Society and the Central Washington Stamp & Coin Club. He 
became a member of A.N.A. early in 1952 and has been life member no. 330 since 
mid-1958. Service to the Association includes membership on a number of im— 
portant committees and chairmanship of National Coin Week activities for two 
years. He is married and has two children.

A small group of numismatists in a town of 5,000 in central United States; 
a coin club of under 100 members in a medium-size southern city; one of the 
largest numismatic organizations in the country in a metropolitan area of nearly 
a million; clubs in Canada, Panama Canal Zone, Australia, and Germany; individ- 
uals from all over the country in little towns and big cities; and a few from | 
such far away places as Puerto Rico, South Africa and Spain - all these individ- 
uals and clubs have something great in common. They all participated in their 
own way and under their own particular set of circumstances in the highly 
successful activities that made up National Coin Week 1966. Every type and 
variety of numismatic activity was avidly pursued by those participating in this 
widespread program of the American Numismatic Association in 1966. 

The point we are trying to illustrate is that you do not have to be an 
extraordinary person or club to participate, nor do the biggest clubs (or the 
littlest) always win. One thing that can be said of the winners, though, is 
that they worked long and hard to make their coin week programs a ee 
They started their planning early and followed through with vigor and enthusiasm. 
Most of those who submitted competitive entries began their coin week planning 
at about this time last year, giving them over six months to come up with a 
comprehensive and varied list of activities. 

We have heard people in small towns say, "We can't win because we don't 
have a television station." Actually, this is no big problem to overcome. 
Simply expand your other activities to increase their values in your program. 
The Greeley (Colo.) Coin Club won first place in Class A two years ago without 
even one minute of television time! 

Clubs in larger cities are often handicapped by a lack of support from 
metropolitan news media. It isn't that the news people don't want to help; 
it's just that in larger, highly populated areas, there is a lot more news, 
and numismatics loses out to more sensational events. So, you see, the big 
city people have their problems too. 7 

Getting down to a point we have made before, you need not necessarily 
compete for National Coin Week awards to participate in this activity. Any 
numismatic program you or your club undertakes for NCW enhances its impact on 
the public. But we ned to know what you have done to have a really complete 
record to report to our leaders and members. So please submit a NCW Activity 
Report on your accomplishments for National Coin Week, April 22-29, 1967. -

Numismatic Terms Standardization 


A.N.A. President Matt H. Rothert has announced the appointment of a special 
committee for the standardization of numismatic definitions. Developments in 
recent years in the production, merchandising and collecting of a wider range of 
numismatic items has led to the formulation of new terms and the change in usage 


of some established ones. 


The purpose of this committee is to develop definitions of numismatic 
terminology so that all collectors will be able to understand them. The scope 
of the committee is to study and define all ambiguous numismatic terms and to 
give publicity to these definitions, which will tend to avoid doubt as to the 


meaning of terminology in the future. 


The object of the undertaking is to clear up misunderstandings and to seek 
harmony for the future growth of numismatics, to improve conditions in this hob- 
by and to lessen dangers for the collecting fraternity. The committee must be 
guided by the best interests of the hobby as a whole and not for the personal 
gain of a few. The protection of the individual collector must be its prime 
objective. 

It is suggested that members of this committee meet during the A.N.A. con- 
vention in Chicago; select the subjects to be included in their study; and 
arrange for a symposium at a time and place most convenient to the members. It 
is understood that much time and study must be given to this serious subject 
with a view to preparing a dictionary of words, terms and definitions. 

Members appointed to this committee are: Arthur Sipe, A.N.A. first vice 
president, Chairman; Harold Bavaird, president of COIN; Emile Bourgey, sec- 
retary of IAPN and of its commission against forgeries; F. X. Calico, president 
of IAPN; Dr. V. Clain-Stefanelli, curator of numismatics, Smithsonian Insti- 
tution; Mrs. Virginia Culver, A.N.A. governor and president of TAMS; John Ford, 
international dealer and writer; SW. Freeman, representing The 
Numismatist; Lee F. Hewitt, editor, Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine; Henry 
Grunthal, representing the ANS; A. Kosoff, international dealer; Chester Krause, 
publisher, Numismatic News; William T. Louth, president of Medallic Art Company; 
Eric P. Newman, Numismatic Study Foundation; John J. Pittman, A.N.A. governor; 
Russell Rulau, editor, World Coins; Mrs. Margo Russell, executive editor, Coin 
World; Joseph Segel, president, General Numismatic Corporation; R. S. Yeoman,

A.N.A. Diamond Anniversary Medal 


The last hurdle appears to have been crossed, as of the Fourth of July 
holiday, in getting the Association's Diamond Jubilee medal into production. 
As previously reported, Congress passed a bill to have it designated a national 
medal and for its production by the U. S. mint. In due time President Johnson 
signed the bill and mint artists submitted proposed designe for the obverse and 
reverse, most of them based on sketches previously made by the A.N.A. medals 
committee. 

The mint's sketches were circulated to members of the A.N.A. board who 
made the selection of the two designs to be used. After minor alterations, 
these were submitted to the Fine Arts Commission in Washington which gave its 
approval just before the end of June. Work was then started on preparation of 
the models from which striking dies will be produced. 

As shown by the accompanying illustrations, made from Chief Engraver 
Frank Gasparro's sketches, the obverse of the 3-inch bronze medal will carry 
bust portraits of Dr. G. F. Heath, founder of A.N.A.3; W. Jerrems, its first 
president; and J. Hooper, first vice president. Below these will be "A.N.A. — 
Chartered by Congress — 1912," and the dates "1891-1966." Above the three 
busts, in large letters, will be "Diamond Jubilee." 

The reverse will feature the Association's official seal with the sym- 
bolic lamp of knowledge on a book of ancient history in the center. Sur- 
rounding the seal itself will be the inscription "In Commemoration of the 
Seventy-Fifth Anniversary — By the Act of Congress April 16, 1966." 

Taking into account production costs ( all of which must be borne by the 
Association), plus handling, mailing to purchasers, etc., the board has set 
the selling price of the medals at $5.00 each. It is hoped that a supply 
will be available for sale direct to members attending the convention in Chi- 
cago August 16-20. Orders with remittances payable to American Numismatic 
Association may be sent to the Executive Secretary's office in Colorado 
Springs following the convention. The price of $5.00 per medal includes in- 
sured mailing charges. The authorization of Congress was for a maximum of 
50,000 medals, with none to be struck after December 31, 1967. All will be 
bronze and 3-inch diameter size. 

Members of the medals committee for this commemorative issue are: Adm. 
Oscar H. Dodson, USN (Ret.), former A.N.A. president; George M. Todd, former 
board member; and Arthur Sipe, Chm., currently first vice president. Another 
former Association president, M. Vernon Sheldon, did a lot of the early design 
planning before resigning from the committee for reasons of health.

Numismatics, Portrait Of History 


In selecting a theme for National Coin Week 1967, we wanted to take a new 
tack and approach the hobby in a different way than has been done in recent 
years. Friendship, good will, art and education, all important aspects of 
numismatics, have been covered in the last four years. Many other approaches 
have been used as themes prior to that time, but strangely the general theme 


of history has never been used. 


Possibly you think that the theme, "Numismatics, Portrait of History," 
is not adaptable to your collecting idea. A little reflection should show, 
however, that you can use this theme. If you are a numismatic art buff, why 
not trace the development of art and numismatics over the years. If you pre- 
fer misstrikes and other oddities, surely the progression of minting methods 
must be of great interest to you. Tokens, paper money, odd and curious items 
used for money, all have their place in history. Medals portray history. If 
you are not interested in the history of the actual numismatic items you col- 
lect, then you must be concerned with the portraits, scenes, events, or ideas 


they employ for design. 


Adapt the theme to your numismatic exhibits. Try to show the public that 
coin collecting need not be a money making proposition, but can be a serious 
study of the traditions and development of mankind. 


Whatever you do, please do something; and when you do something, let us 
know what you have done by filing a National Coin Week activity report. We 
know, and you know, that National Coin Week is a strong, vibrant program and 
that it is one of the most significant that the American Numismatic Association 
has to offer. Nothing can replace it as a bridge between the numismatist and 
the noncollecting public. In spite of this, there are individuals who feel 
that it is a waste of time, effort and money. It is hard to prove that they 
are wrong unless we know what you are doing to support this fine public 


service program. 


So please plan early: (why not start NOW?) to observe National Coin Week 
in your community April 22 to 29, 1967. If you are thinking of entering your 
activity report competitively for awards, points start accruing after January, 


1967. However, whether or not you enter competitively, plan now to submit a

report and begin planning your schedule of activities so that when the time 
comes, everything is ready to go. Start working on your displays, your post-— 
ers, and other projects immediately. Write some publicity in advance if 
possible, and check with your radio and television contacts soon to see what 
assistance they can render. 

The aim of your co-chairmen of National Coin Week for 1967 is to be able 
to report to the Association officers all of the activities and all of the 
participants who shared in them. And we want to show the few doubters that 
National Coin Week is worth while in the promotion of our wonderful hobby to 


the general public. But only you can add your name to the record. -

Boosel, the general chairman of the A.N.A. conven- 
tion this month is justifiably proud of his low membership number, 4343, and 
its accompanying low life membership number, 77. His long line of service 

to the Association goes back to 1937 when he was general chair-— 

man of its convention in Washington, D.C. At that time he was 

elected to the board of governors as the youngest member ever 

so honored. He served on many convention committees over the 

years and, more recently, was chairman of the 1950 National Coin 

Week, as president of the Chicago Coin Club, 1951-52, as pres— 
ident of Central States Numismatic Society, 1958-59, and as chairman of the 
CSNS convention in 1963. 

He was honored by President Johnson who appointed him to the Annual Assay 
Commission in 1964. He is better know to some for his numismatic writings, 
especially on the subject of the coins and coinage of the year 1873. Boosel 
has just completed 30 years of service with our government, including 33 
years in the Army, two of which were spent in Europe during World War II. He 
is presently Chief of the Office of Industrial Security of the Defense Contract 
Administration Services Region (DCASR) Chicago, one of the eleven in the country.

Florentine Room. Registration for the OMSA meet will begin Friday evening with 
a cocktail party in the Avenue East Room, The annual "PNG Day" will be Mon- 
day, August 15. The members of the dealers' organization will conduct an all 
day bourse in-the Florentine Room, followed by a dinner meeting for PNG mem- 
bers and their guests only. 

For those arriving prior to the first day of the A.N.A. convention, a 
security room on the third floor of the Pick-Congress will open Monday, August 
15, at noon and remain open for a full week, closing at noon the following 
Monday. In addition, Registration Chairman Marty Greene and members of his 
committee will be on hand to register early arrivals Monday. Greene points 
out, however, that pre-registration will be accepted by mail up to August 13, 
and he requested those planning to attend to write to him at P. O. Box 41, 
Northbrook, Ill.

An outstanding four—session auction has been cataloged by A. Kosoff of 
Encino and Numismatic Enterprises of Van Nuys, Calif. The Wednesday, Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday sessions will include material donated to the A.N.A. home 
and headquarters fund as well as items consigned to the auctioneers. Catalogs 
for the sale may be obtained from the auctioneers.

show during NCW. The Carolsruhe Club asked for certificates of award for the 

clubs in the areathat helped them, which included: Karolsruhe German-American 
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Coin Club, Four Wing Coin Club (RCAF); and Weisbaden Coin Club. Although I 
heard from the clubs giving the show during NCW and sent NCW literature, 

I did not receive a report after NCW and therefore could not include their 

activities in this report. This does point out that there are people partici- 

pating in the program that are not included in these final reports. 


Summary Comments 

We received 69 reports in 1965, and increased the number to 88 in 1966. 
We heard from five people who participated in other countries in 1965, and 
received ten reports in 1966. The heaviest competition this year was in 
Class B and Class D. Competition was tough and many very fine books were 
returned without receiving awards. There were three more judges this year, 
plus an adding machine which speeded up the work of tabulating points, and 
yet these men worked over 12 hours judging the entries. Eaoh judge deserves 
a special vote of thanks for his services. They were: Philip L. Budd from 
Iowa; Ralph F. Cleaver from Colorado; John S. Davenport from Galesburg, Ill.; 
Julian 5. Marks from Ohio; J. Thomas Nolan of Chicago; Edward C. Rochette 
from Wisconsin; and Leo G. Terry from Indiana. 

The governors of 22 states issued NCW proclamations - Alaska, Arkansas, 
Connecticut, Florida, Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Missouri, Montana, Nebraska, New Jersey, North 
Carolina, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, Texas and Washington. The gover— 
nors of California, New York and Oregon issued statements or sent letters of 
congratulations because some ruling in their states limited the issuance of 
proclamations. This means that one half of the governors of our 50 states 
recognized our efforts, plus proclamations signed by high officials in 
Canada, Puerto Rico and the Panama Canal Zone. 

National Coin Week participants wrote 167 letters to their congressmen 
about NCW and received 154 answers. A joint resolution was introduced into 
Congress on March 17 by Senator Hartke, and on March 22 by Representative 
Secrest asking that the President be allowed to proclaim the week beginning 
April 16 as National Coin Week. They were referred to the Committee of the 
Judiciary. Easter vacation time was near and we did not get our proclamation 
this year but 167 letters, which told of the true meaning of our hobby and what 
it can do in local communities, did receive recognition. Many clubs and indi- 
viduals started good will projects in their local areas. Your congressman is 
always interested in whatever helps improve his area, and there is next year! 

Exhibitors numbering 683 placed displays which covered 8,567 square feet 
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of space in 701 public looations. In addition, during 84 days of their ow 
club shows they had 6,745 square feet of exhibits, and at 125 other coin shows 
these exhibitors alone covered 4,258 square feet. Over 11,000 square feet of 
exhibits at coin shows is a lot of exhibiting, and this was only by those 
reporting for NCW. 

Consider the fact that over 8,500 square feet of educational, noncommercial 
exhibits were placed before the noncollecting public! A standard A.N.A. case 
is 3.75 sq. ft., so to bring this to terms we oan readily understand, this is 
Space equal to over 2,260 A.N.A. exhibit cases ~ in publio locations, under the 
noses of people who aren't interested enough to attend a coin show. That, my 
friends, is the answer to what can individuals da to promote our educational 
hobby, for this was done by individual collectors, whether they worked alone 
or with members of a club. Add to this these other projects and know that a 
program is only as good as the people who will work for it. 

Articles numbering 1,116 and 436 pictures were published for a total of 
13,302 colum inches or 1,108 column feet of publicity; 567 numismatic talks 
were given, totaling over 211 hours; 2310 radio spot announcements, plus 51 
other radio programs, totaled 2,253 minutes of radio time; 125 television spots, 
with 48 programs totaling over 15% hours of numismatic information - all of 
this adds up to a lot of publicity for the hobby. Nor does this include 
14,000 twenty-second spot announcements on cable television, or Jimmie Law— 
rence in South Africa who, without television, arranged to get coverage through 
their national newsreel which will be used for several months. It has been 
shown already in two of the largest movie houses in Johannesburg! Confirmation 
in his scrapbook included a letter from the Killarney Film Studio and cuttings 
from some of the scenes, 

It would take a book to tell of the many wonderful things done under the 
111 special events listed, plus the 3049 special notices and bulletins. There 
were 114 new A.N.A. memberships reported and 789 new members secured for other 
numismatic organizations. Three books came in by express this year, and two 
more were delivered in person at our door. The other 83 entries required over 
$140 in postage for mailing reports and scrapbooks to us. As of the date of 
writing this report, we have issued 2,320 NCW Certificates of Award, and still 
have a few more to go. 

The theme "Friendships Flower Tkrough Numismatics" has received more pub- 
licity than we ever dreamed possible. It was used on posters and on the pro- 
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gram for the big numismatic event by the Australian Numismatic Society in April. 
It was given a very nice write-up on one of the bulletins mailed out by Col- 
lector's Research Limited of Canada to their customers. A NCW message was 
given a full page in a coin catalog published by Carlos Castan of Madrid, Spain, 
and mailed to his customers. All of this at the expense of others, and these 
are only a small part of the over-all promotion. Our numismatic publications 
in the U.S. were most generous in devoting space to promoting NCW. 

I want to give oredit here to Jeannette Giles of Austin, Texas, who 
suggested this theme. Jan and her sister, known to many of you as Dolly Maude 
Harris, NCW chairman in 1961 and 1962, have contributed much to National Coin 
Week. A special tribute goes to my husband, Paul, who served as aszistant 
chairman this year, was my right arm, and sometimes my backbone. 


But the success of National Coin Week 1966 is due to you — the people who 
did the work — and to you goes my very sincere thanks and appreciation for 
your support. This includes the many people who used publicity about the Week, 
and each person who did something to help the program along. It has been a 
pleasure to work with you as your general chairman of National Coin Week these 
past two years. | 

When you come to the A.N.A. convention in Chicago August 16-20, be sure 
to see the NCW exhibit in the Belmont Room, right next to the registration 
area. It will consist of the 30 award winning scrapbooks and the awards. 
Stop and talk to Paul and me and meet your new NCW co-chairmen for 1967. We 
will be there most of the time.

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Two Important A.N.A. Announcements 


The board of governors of the American Numismatic Association has given 
final approval to a floor plan for its home and headquarters to be built in 
Colorado Springs. The approved plan was the fourth one studied and, reports 
building committee Chairman Charles M. Johnson, incorporates most of the 


suggestions made by the officers of the Association. 


The plan provides for all present activities of the A.N.A. on the ground 
floor, plus museum space of over 1100 square feet, a reading room adjacent to 
the library, a vault, a photographic dark room, and other features. §Expansion 
and other services may be housed in an almost full basement which will not be 
allocated for use at present. Further expansion may be made in the future by 


adding a partial second story. 


It is expected that a contract can be awarded and actual construction 
started by late this summer, and that the proposed building can be erected at 
a cost of about $200,000. Fresident Matt Rothert stated that the approved 
floor plans will be shown in the July issue of The Numismatist anc in other 


numismatic publications about the same time.

Gentlemen: 


Sidney K, Eastwood passed away on May 19, 1966, at the age 
of 75, at St. Augustine, Florida. He was elected to membership 
in the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society in 1932, and to 
honorary membership in 1956, having served as its president from 
1946 to 1948 after an earlier term as vice president. ‘The histor- 
ical note which serves as the preface to the Society's handbook 
was originally his work, and he compiled the first membership 
roster in the present form. 


A native of Owego, New York, Mr. Eastwood came to Pittsburgh 
a few years after his graduation from Cornell University, and lived 
here until his retirement some 10 years ago. He had many hobbies, 
including printing, photography and bookbinding, and he formed ex- 
tensive collections of stamps and books. His botanical studies led 
to discovery and identification of varieties of mosses not previous- 
ly recorded for western Pennsylvania, and he was an accomplished 
painter in watercolors. 


In the field of numismatics, Mr. Eastwood had broad interests, 
and he collected foreign coins, but his chief pleasure was in study- 
ing various series of tokens of this and other countries. He felt 
an obligation to pass on his knowledge to others in personal discus- 
sion and in print. Thus he came to produce "Numisma", a little maga- 
zine which he produced on his own press and gave away without charge. 
His curiosity about numismatic matters continued throughout his life, 
and as late as 1965 he produced a paper on "The Antebellum Tokens of 
New Orleans". He was the first research associate appointed (in 1951) 
to the Section of Coins and Medals of Carnegie Museum, where he worked 
primarily with tokens and to which he made valuable gifts of books 
and specimens. 


The Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society will be the poorer 
for the loss of this dedicated member, and those of us who were privi-' 
leged to know him will mourn the passing of a warm friend and coworker. 


Gentlemen, I regret that my persohal affairs prevent me from 
being present on June 7, 1966, for the purpose of intréducing to the 
Society a resolution of regret upon Sidney Eastwood's death, but I 
respectfully suggest that such a resulution be drawn and adopted, and 
that copies thereof be sent to his daughter and to his brother.

International trade coins, medallic art, Eoiee bane and historic person— 
alities of the A.N.A. will be featured topics at the educational forum of the 1966 
A.N.A. convention in Chicago. The always popular forum will be held at eight 
o'clock Thursday evening, August 18, in the Avenue West Room of the Pick-Congress 
Hotel. All A.N.A. members and their families and guests are invited to attend 


this entertaining and informative program. 


Virgil Hancock of Bellaire, Texas, will open the program with a talk on trade 
coins of the world. He entered numismatics thirty years ago when he acquired some 
gold 8-escudo pieces of the Lima mint. Since that time he has studied Spanish-— 
American numismatics intensely and has broadened his numismatic interests to in- 
clude all world trade coins and the coinage of China. Harlier this year he pub- 
lished his revision of Frederik Schjoth's fine inventory catalog titled Chinese 
Currency. This new edition covers Chinese coinage from the Chou Dynasty to the 


1965 issues of Taiwan. Presently Virgil is writing a book to be titled Coins 


A graduate of the Los Angeles College of Optomery, he patented two types of 
trifocal lenses which today enjoy broad usage. He is a member of the American 
Numismatic Society, the Royal Numismatic Society, and has been an active member 
of the A.N.A. for the past five years. Virgil's wife, Eleanor, has shared his 


interest in numismatics for many years. 


William Louth, president and director of Medallic Art Company, New York City, 
will be the second speaker on the forum. Although Louth is a knowledgeable numis-— 
matist, he is not a collector in the usual sense. He became associated with the 
Medallic Art Company in 1948 after graduating from DePauw University in Indiana. 

He was elected director of the firm in 1959 and became president the following 

year. Through association with this firm, Louth has become an outstanding authority 
on the history and art of medals, and has been intimately associated with most of 
the finest American sculptors of the 20th century. Medallic Art, founded in 1900, 
is recognized as a leading producer of fine art reproductions, medals, plaques, 


tablets and other bas-relief sculpture. 


Bill is a member of the A.N.A., the Token and Medal Society, the Museum of 
Modern Art, Metropolitan Museum of Art, National Sculpture Society, and the 
Professional Numismatists Guild, and served on the 1966 United States Assay 


Commission. He is an elder of the Huguenot Presbyterian Church, and a director

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of Lincoln National Life Insurance Company, New York. Louth and his wife, the former 
Ellen Mather of Kansas City, reside with their two sons in Pelham, N. Y. He will 


speak on the history of medals and current trends in medallic art and numismatics. 


The United States Secret Service, protector of the nation's currency and 
securities, and guardian of the President and Vice President of the United States, 
will be represented on the A.N.A. educational forum by Richard Jordan. A native of 
Lansing, Michigan, he enlisted in the United States Marine Corps in 1945, serving 


until October 1949. A year later he reenlisted and served until January 1952. 


Jordan attended Michigan State University and graduated in 1955, receiving a 
Bachelor of Science degree in Police Administration. He joined the Secret Service 
in November 1955 as a special agent in Detroit. Two months later he was transferred 
to Chicago and, in July 1961, was promoted to Special Agent in Charge of the Mil- 
waukee office. In August 1964 he was promoted to Assistant to the Special Agent in 
Charge of the Chicago District, where he has been responsible for supervising and 


coordinating all counterfeiting investigations. 


Jordan resides with his wife, Barbara Mae, and four children in Roselle, I1l.; 
is a member of the International Association of Chiefs of Police and of the Wisconsin 


Chiefs of Police Association. He will speak on counterfeiting in the United States. 


As a highlight of the 75th anniversary program, A.N.A. Historian Jack W. Ogilvie 
will speak on the personalities who shaped the history of the Association. Jack is 
one of the Association's most active members, the recipient of the Heath Literary 
Award in 1948, the Medal of Merit in 1953, and the Farran Zerbe Award in 1964. He 
joined the A.N.A. in 1936 as member no. 5649 and received his 25-year continuous 


membership award at the 1961 convention. 


Jack is a member of the American Numismatic Society, Canadian Numismatic 
Association, California State Numismatic Association, Southern Colorado Numismatic 
Association, and an honorary member of the Heart of America Numismatic Association. 
He is film editor of the Space Systems Division of the United States Air Force. A 
lifelong film editor, he founded the American Cinema Editors and is past associate

Ogilvie has been A.N.A. historian since June 1950. He is the author of many 
articles in The Numismatist, including the series entitled "The A.N.A. and Its 
Presidents.'' He served on the publicity committee of the 1949 and 1951 A.N.A. 
conventions, as chairman of the election committee in 1953 and 1961, was a featured 
speaker on the 1963 convention educational forum in Denver, and is now chairman of 


the Numismatic Hall of Fame committee. 
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Charles R. Hoskins, acting director of the Money Museum of the National 
Bank of Detroit, has arranged and will be moderator of the forum again this 
year. He was a speaker on the forum at the 1962 A.N.A.-C.N.A. Detroit conven- 
tion and was in charge of the 1964 and 1965 convention forums. Charles is a 
native of Ohio, a graduate of Ohio University, and a seven-year member of the 


A.N.A., in which he takes a serious interest.

Probably the most familiar George III 
pieces are those brasses based on the gold "Spade" guinea design. (These 
used to appear now and then in the longed-for "junk boxes" of a few years 
ago). These game counters and store cards frequently showed George in the 
famous held high and haughty sose pose. 
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Glenn deser thea the numismatic similarities of the latter part of the 
_ eighteenth century English coinage to the United States today. King George 
Was also plagued by a severe coin shortage, which was caused by war demands, 
- gola shipment problems, and a shortage of coin metals. The resulting 
series of famous half-penny tradesmen's, or provincial tokens fell into 
‘short supply, since their interesting different designs gave rise to a 

national pastime” of token-collecting by affluent society. These collec- 

St Pry were probably the source of the present day well-preserved specimens 
= Or, this interesting by-product of George's monetary headaches. 


Glenn Ottexman's talk certainly shed lots of mumismatic light om this — 
pyerans of the King known to many from their grammer school days as simply 
"The King of England".

A.N.A. Reward Fund Rules 


The American Numismatic Association agrees to pay a reward to the person or 
persons submitting written evidence to the A.N.A. Executive Secretary which leads 
to the arrest and conviction of any person or persons committing burglary, theft or 
robbery of numismatic items owned by any member of the A.N.A. Authorization to pay 


the reward will be made by the Board of Governors according to the following rules: 


1. If the retail price of the numismatic items stolen is less than $5,000, the 
reward shall be $250. If the retail price of the numismatic items stolen is at 
least $5,000, and not more than $20,000, the reward shall be 9500. If the retail 
price of the numismatic items stolen is in excess of $20,000, the reward shall be 
$1,000. 

2. The reward shall not be paid by the A.N.A. until all appellate proceedings 
have been completed and the accused has received an ultimate conviction. 

3. If one person (or more if working together in the same theft) is arrested 
and convicted in more than one theft, the reward shall be paid only once, but the 
anount of the reward shall be determined by the total amount stolen from A.N.A. 
members in accordance with rule no. 1. 

4. If more than one person is involved in a theft of numismatic items, the re- 
ward shall be paid in full only if all persons involved are arrested and convicted. 
a Proportionate amount will be offered if less than all involved are arrested and 
convicted. 

D+ All claims for reward shall be made not later than 90 days following the 
conviction. 

6. Law enforcement officers are not eligible for this reward. 

7. The A.N.A. Reward Committee shall make recommendations to the Board of 
Governors regarding any disputes arising over a reward payment. The Board's de— 
cision shall be final and conclusive. 

8. The name of the person or persons to whom the reward is given may be with-— 
held if it is considered in the best interest of the recipient. 

9. No person shall be entitled to a reward in connection with any theft in which 
he has participated, unless such reward is approved by the A.N.A. Reward Committee. 
10. The word "theft" as used herein shall be deemed to mean “burglary, theft 

or robbery." 

11. This reward offer may be withdrawn at any time by publication of such with-— 

drawal in The Numismatist. Such withdrawal shall not apply to rewards based on 


evidence submitted to the Executive Secretary prior to such publication.

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A.N.A. Headquarters Plans 


Colorado Springs architect Carlisle B. Guy submitted an exterior drawing of 

- the new home and headquarters for the American Numismatic Association, and pre- 

' liminary interior floor plans, to the board of governors at its February meeting 
in Los Angeles. Based on discussions then and with the building committee since, 
Guy has incorporated suggestions and revised the floor plans, which are still 
under study by the board. 


The headquarters will be situated on Cascade Avenue in Colorado Springs in 
a cultural area adjacent to Colorado Colleges and the Community Art Center. Pikes 
Peak and the green mountains of Colorado will serve as a background. Nearby are 
the U.S. Air Force Academy, the U.S. Denver Nint, and North America Air Defense 
Command (NORAD). The building will be only a few blocks from the business 
district of the fine and growing city. 


The building will be a modern structure of reinforced concrete and steel 
frame, with a clean and simple yet majestic facade which employs the basic 
structural menbers as its main architectural features. The garden entrance and 
slightly raised comed foyer combined with the facade provides perspective and 
dignity to the structure. It will bo approximately 100 feet wide by 100 feet 
Geep and located on property with a street frontage of 170 fect and a depth of 
160 feot. A parking area for 15 cars will be available at the north end, and 


space is reserved for future expansion. 


Access to the building itself is by way of the main entrance through an 
inner court and garden area. Inside, the visitor is welcomed into a circular 
foyer, symbolic of a coin, with a fountain in the center and a specially designed 
and lighted ceiling. Business offices, a money museum, the library, work rooms 
and other facilities are located conveniently throughout the building for the | 
Association's present and future activities. A centrally located stairway leads 

‘to a basement, approximately 75 by 100 feet, under the rear portion of the build- 
ing. It will house heating, air conditioning anc other building equipment, in 


addition to Association activities not yet scheduled definitely. 


Planning and designing the new headquarters was authorized by the A NA. 
board during the 1965 Houston convention. Grover Criswell and William Henderson, 
with Charles Johnson as chairman, were named as a building committee. This com 
‘mittee received the help and suggestions of officers and many members of the 
Association, and several studies were made of the office, activity and working 


Bpece requirements for the functions, operations and future needs of A.N.A. These 


Al, /o¢ 
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studies are being used by the architect in planning and designing the headc- 
quarters, a job that is still under way, for which ground breaking is scheduled 


this swnmer, . 


Every effort has been made to provide for future needs and growth of the 
Association. Most interior walls can be moved or rearranged to suit changing 
requirements. . Under floor ducts in certain areas will distribute electric and 
telephone lines to permit outlets at any position. The building has been de- 


signed so that an addition may be built at a minimum cost. 


During the past 13 months the Association has conducted a successful fund 
raising drive to provide $250 ,000 for this project, and is now within about 
$25,000 of its goal. It is estimated that the new building will cost approxi- 
mately $200,000, including site development, construction costs and architect~ 
ural fees. Remaining funds will be necessary for fixtures, furnishings, moving, 


setup and miscellaneous costs. 


Contributions are still boing received, and encouraged, from members and 
frionds of the Association. In addition to 4 benefactors, 26 patrons, and 51 
clubs in tho "250-—Clubs" class, about 2800 other contributors are entered in 
the AeNeAe "Book of Honored Donors," to bs displayed with a suitable plaque in 
the new building as a record and memorial to those who made it possible, Those 
who have not yet given their help toward this needed facility should send a 
check promptly to Acting Executive Secretary Jack Re Koch, PeO. Box 16243, 
Phoenix, Ariz. 85011. Names of all contributors of $10 or more are recorded 


and published, and a certificate of appreciation goes to those giving $100 or more.

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Report from the A.N.A. Board 


The board of governors of the American Numismatic Association held meetings 
in Los Angeles during the convention of the Numismatic Association of Southern 
California in the Statler Hilton Hotel, Feb. 17-20. All board members were 
present except Governor Ray Byrne, who was detained by illness. In addition, 
the following attended at President Rothert's request: Advertising Manager 5S. W. 
Freeman, Legal Counsel George D. Hatie, Treasurer Eldridge G. Jones, Acting 
Executive Secretary Jack R. Koch, and Public Relations Officer Glenn B. Smedley. 


Board sessions were from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Thursday, Friday and Saturday. 


Possibly of greatest interest to A.N.A. members and many other collectors 
was the action taken regarding establishment of the Association's home and 
headquarters in Colorado Springs. It will be remembered by many that when a 
lease was signed last August with Colorado College for the site, the first choice 
location was not totally available and a lease was signed provisionally. Since 
then the College has acquired the necessary land to make a firm lease possible 
for the most desirable site. The board approved the signing of a 99-year lease, 


with option to renew it for an additional 99 years, at a fee of $1.00 annually. . 


Colorado Springs architect Carlisle B. Guy submitted a drawing of the 
building he has planned for A.N.A., and tentative floor plans for it. The one 
story building, with about a 3/4ths basement, will contain over 9800 square feet 
of main floor space. His plan is based on a completed building, ready for 
ocoupancy but without furnishings, at a cost of less than $200,000. It will 
face east on Cascade Street with a small park area on the south end and an area 
for parking about 15 cars on the north end of the property. Other parking areas 
are available nearby. The architect stated that the building will be designed 


to provide for additional space for future expansion. 


Approval was given for Guy to proceed with the design and planning of the 
building and the incorporation of additional ideas presented to him, with a 
view to submitting a final design and plans scon. When approved by the build- 
ing committee, the plans and specifications will be submitted for competitive 
bidding for construction of the facility. Three or more bids must be considered, 
and a contract must be approved by five or more board members before work is 


started. The goal is to get construction under way by early summer. 


Related actions by the board authorized the new building equipment and 


fixtures committee (S. W. Freeman, chairman) to consider the acceptance of funds 
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for the outfitting of entire rooms or pieces of equipment with due recognition 
being given to the donors; and authorization to the treasurer to open accounts 
with two banks in Colorado Springs in the name of the Association. Approval 

was given for the closing of the Association's agency account with the National 
Bank of Detroit and for placing the proceeds in the building fund account. The 
acting executive secretary was instructed to set up a special operations report 


to show all income and expenditures from the home and headquarters fund. 


Changes in the bylaws were approved, in addition to several changes approved 
at the fall board meeting in Richmond. In general, these changes are in the 
provisions of article I, sections 3, 4, 5, 6, and 7, dealing with the several 
types of A.N.A. memberships; and in article III, section 3, outlining the pro- 
cedure to be followed whenever complaints are brought against members. Since 
these changes are somewhat involved, and other changes have been made subse- 
quent to the last issuance of the bylaws, a complete and up-to-date printing 
will be made by early in April. A copy will be furnished to any member upon 
request to the A.N.A. Secretary's Office, P. 0. Box 16243, Phoenix, Ariz. 85011. 


As previously announced, the board considered applications received for the 
position of editor of The Numismatist, and appointed Glenn B. Smedley, who has 
been serving as assistant to the editor, as editor effective March 1, 1966. 

The resignation of Editor Elston G. Bradfield, submitted at the 1965 Houston 
convention, was accepted "with regret," effective at the above date of March 1. 
He was appointed editor emeritus in recognition of his faithful and outstanding 


service in the position for over twelve years. 


The board approved the establishment of an "Elston G. Bradfield Award" to 
the numismatic publication contributing the most each year to the furtherance 
of the objectives of the Association. The award is to be in the form of a 
perpetual trophy to be retired to the first publication that receives it three 
times, after which another trophy will be provided and the award procedure 
initiated again. Details of the administration of the award will be worked 


out and announced later. 


President Rothert reported that about forty applications were received for 
the position of executive director of A.N.A., which is to be established as 
part of the organizational plan adopted in Richmond last fall for the new head- 
quarters. Arrangements have been made and were approved by the board for a. 
professional management counsel to screen these applications and to interview 


applicants who seem to be qualified and make recommendations to the board. 


Robberies and Coin Insurance Committee Chairman Criswell reported prorress 
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in drawing up rules and procedures for putting the reward program, previously 
approved and established, into effect. He was authorized to make the plan 
operative as soon as a procedure satisfactory to the legal counsel can be drawn 


up. The actual $10,000 previously approved was set aside for this reward fund. 


Approval was given to enter into a contract with a publishing firm which 
has offered to reprint and make available back volumes of The Numismatist, the 
contract to be satisfactory to our legal counsel. The firm will be required to 
produce reprints of good quality and to pay a royalty to the Association, as 


its original proposition proposed. 


Acting Executive Secretary Koch submitted a proposed form for reporting 
the Association's operations. This form gives considerable more detailed break- 
downs of sources of income and items of expenditure than were shown in recent 
reports. It was approved and will be put into effect at the start of the next 
fiscal year, July 1, 1966. The firm of Main Lafrentz & Company was authorized 
to audit the A.N.A. books for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1966, at a cost 


not in excess of $800. 


Approval was given of the applications of eleven members to transfer to 
life memberships. After hearing formal complaints against several A.N.A. mem- 
bers, the board voted to expel five and suspend three of them. The names of 
these members whose membership status has changed are being published in the 


April issue of The Numismatist. 


An important and far reaching action was the adoption of a resolution 
that the A.N.A. gift and bequest committee develop a program, in collaboration 
with the legal counsel, for establishment of a permanent endowment fund. This 
will facilitate the receipt of gifts to the Association from members, either 
for specific purposes or for general use, during their lifetimes or as stipu- 


lations in their wills. Details of this plan will be announced at a later date. 


Based upon the recommendation of A.N.A Historian Jack Ogilvie, chairman 
of the hall of fame committee, the name of the hall was changed to "The Numis-— 
matic Hall of Fame, A Shrine of the American Numismatic Association." Setting 
up this honorary recognition is proceeding carefully with the realization that 


it will be of the utmost importance as time goes by. 


The recently adopted Code of Ethics is to be printed in a form suitable 
for framing and display by members, and is to be made available to them at cost 


from the Phoenix office. Copies are to be provided to the bourse dealers at 


the Chicago A.N.A. convention for display in their booths. 


Actions taken relative to the Association's Diamond Anniversary convention 
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this summer included a decision to invite the Hon. Robert A. Wallace, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, and the directors of the three mints on the North 
American continent - Miss Eva B. Adams of the United States, Mr. N. A. Parker 
of Canada, and Mr. Carlos T. Martinez of Mexico - to attend the convention with 
hotel accomodations furnished. From among the applications of more than 250 
dealers for bourse tables at the 1966 convention, the board approved a list of 
approximately 100. The A.N.A. bourse committee is contacting all applicants 


and completing arrangements with those who qualified and were selected. 


More remotely related to the convention was the decision to include high— 
lights and articles on the 75-year history of A.N.A. in the August issue of 
The Numismatist. The magazine committee, headed by Vice President Bergen, and 


Historian Jack Ogilvie are to work with the editor on this issue. 


A number of other subjects were discussed and actions of a more or less 
routine nature taken. One was approval of a revised onerating budget for the 
remainder of the fiscal year which indicated expected income and expenses to 


be in close balance.

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A.N.A. Board Appoints New Editor 


Glenn B. Smedley has been appointed editor of The Numismatist effective with 
the April issue. Well known throughout the United States because of his countless 
activities in numismatics, he brings to the post experience gained as American 
Numismatic Association governor and vice president, president of Chicago Coin Club, 


work on numerous committees, and half a dozen years as assistant to the editor. 


He succeeds Elston G. Bradfield who resigned at the 1964 A.N.A. Houston con- 
vention but, at the board's request, remained in office until a suitable replace- 
ment could be found. "I gladly step down from a post of high honor and respon- 
sibility, now that I know The Numismatist is in such capable hands as those of 


Glenn Smedley," said Bradfield. “This augurs well for the future of the magazine." 


Bradfield was named assistant and acting editor on December 20, 1953, and 
became editor at the 1954 convention. At its meeting in mid-February 1966, the 
board made him editor emeritus, honoring him for long years of distinguished 


service to the Association and to numismatics in general. 


In its 77s years of publication, starting in the fall of 1888, The Numismatist 
has had nine editors who served periods varying from Lee Hewitt's three months 
during an emergency situation to Frank G. Duffield's 27 years, 1915-42. One has 
only to compare recent issues of the magazine with any before 1954 to see the many 


improvements which have put it in the foreground of monthly publications. 


"T have enjoyed working with Editor Bradfield," said Smedley, "as assistant 
Since the fall of 1959 and have gradually gotten my feet wetter, so to speak. My 
willingness to become his successor had a slow birth resulting largely from 


scruples about my ability to fill the position to even my own satisfaction." 


"But the die is cast, and my pledge to the officers and members of the 
Association is concise and naive: 'I will do my utmost to continue the /7 year 
tradition of The Numismatist as the finest publication in the field of general 
numismatics, and to make any changes in its present format and policies only after 
eareful study and consultation with proper and qualified persens.' A vital factor 
in becoming the tenth A.N.A. editor,” Smedley added, "was the assurance of Editor 


Emeritus Bradfield that his counsel and advice will be available to me." 


A. N. A. Public 
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1966 Convention Exhibits 


Exhibit rules for the Diamond Anniversary convention of the A.N.A. have 
been released by the exhibit rules committee, of which Governor Virginia Culver 
is chairman. General Chairman Harry x] Boosel pointed out that several changes 
have been made from previous rules, such as: 1 — no exhibitor may enter more 
than one exhibit in competition, group A; 2 —- all noncompetitive (group B) ex- 
hibitors must be invited by the convention committee, and those exhibiting in 
the noncompetitive classification may not exhibit competitively; 3 - previous 
best-of-show winners may not enter a competitive exhibit in the same classifi- 
cation in which the award was won; 4 -— exhibit space will be allocated in the 
order requests are received so long as space is available, and preference will 


be given to collectors outside the Chicago area. 


As in previous years, the exhibits will be divided into three groups. 
Group A, competitive exhibits, is limited to members of the Association (its 
officers and convention committee chairmen excluded). Group B, noncompetitive 
exhibits, is limited to those invited by the general chairman or his repre- 
sentative. Group C, competitive exhibits, is limited to A.N.A. junior members. 
Juniors may exhibit also in groups A or B, but the one competitive exhibit rule 
applies. All competitive exhibits are limited to not more than five 18" by 30" 
A.N.A. cases or 3000 square inches in overall area, displayed either horizon- 


tally or vertically. 


As previously stated, the convention will be held in the Pick-Congress 
Hotel starting on August 16 and closing on August 20. The exhibit rooms will be 
opened to the public at noon on Tuesday, August 16, and at 10 a.m. on the other 
four days. The exhibit rooms will close at 10 p.m. the first four days and at 
4 p.m. on the final afternoon to give exhibitors time to dismantle their ex- 
hibits and attend that evening's banquet. Uniformed guards will be on duty 
around the clock in the exhibit rooms from 8 a.m. Tuesday until 6 p.m. Saturday. 
A security room will be open from noon on Monday prior to the convention until 


noon noon of the fo! lowing Monday. 


The competitive group A will be divided into twelve classifications: 
U.S. coins; U.S. paper money; medals, orders and decorations; tokens; obsolete 
paper money; coins prior to 1500 A.D.; foreign coins after 1500 A.D.3; foreign 
paper money; all gold coins; Latin American; Canadian; and general and special- 
ized. First, second and third place awards will be given in each classification 


if, in the opinion of the judges, the exhibits merit such awards. From the 
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first place winners in each classification the Howland. Wood best-—in-show award 


recipient will be selected by the judges. 


Judging will be conducted on the 100 point system with 35 points maximum 
being assigned for numismatic information conveyed, 30 points for arrangement 
and originality, 15 points for completeness, and 10 points each for condition 
and rarity of the material. The judges' decision will be final and binding in 


all cases. 


Complete exhibit rules and an exhibit application may be obtained from 
ixhibat Chairman J. i. Grebinger, P.O. Box 614, Oak Park, Ill. 60303. All 
applications must be in the exhibit chairman's hands no later than July 30. 
Approximately 7200 square feet of exhibit area are available for competitive 
exhibits, including group C, but many requests for applications had been re- 
ceived by the end of February. Those who want to be sure of space are advised 


to contact the exhibit chairman without delay. 


Although not on the subject of exhibits, the committee urges those who want 
a room in the convention hotel to make reservations promptly. Practically the 
entire Pick-Congress Hotel has been set aside for convention guests, and reser-— 
vations are not being accepted from others, yet it is almost certain that some 
will have to be housed in nearby hotels. There are rooms of various sizes and 
prices; some with a view of Lake Michigan, Grant Park and Buckingham Fountain; 
and some without any special view — you may have your choice if you reserve 
early. To make a reservation, simply drop a request for a rate and reservation 
card to Harry Xf’ Boosel, P.O. Box 132 Northtown Sta., Chicago, Ill. 60645, and 
then return it to the hotel.

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A.N.A. Favors Proof Sets 


The following letter was sent, with the full approval of the American 
Numismatic Association board of governors, to the U. S. Treasury Department 
under date of February 12, 1966. 


Honorable Robert A. Wallace 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 


Dear Mr. Wallaces 


It has been brought to my attention that a bill or bills have been intro- 
duced in Congress asking for resumption of United States proof sets. I under- 
stand also that the price for these sets is to be in excess of $7.00 under the 
terms of the bill or bills. 


It is my understanding that no legislation is required for the striking 
of proof sets. Therefore, the minting and distribution of proof sets and the 
price to be charged should be at the discretion of the Treasury Department. 


As outlined to you in an earlier letter, the American Numismatic Association, 
with a membership of approximately 27,000, strongly advocated the resumption of 
proof sets as soon as the Treasury Department feels this may be done without 
jeopardizing the flow of regular minted coins into normal channels. It is our 
feeling that a $5.00 maximum cost should be placed on proof sets. Any price in 
excess of this could easily be prohibitive to many young collectors as well as 
to many advanced collectors of modest means. 


We sincerely hope that the Treasury Department will find that proof sets 
may be produced and distributed profitably at our suggested maximum of $5.00 


per set. 


The American Numismatic Association is proud of the part it took in the 
alleviation of the coin shortage in 1965.

A BILL 


To provide for the striking of medals in commemoration of the 
seventy-fifth anniversary of the founding of the American Numis- 
matic Association: Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America in Congress Wssembled, 

That in commemoration of the seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
founding in 1891 of the American Numismatic Association, which now 
holds a perpetual Federal charter from the Congress, the Secretary 
of the Treasury is authorized and directed to strike and furnish to 
the American Numismatic Association not more than fifty thousand 
medals with suitable emblems, devices and inscriptions to be deter- 
mined by the American Numismatic Association subject to the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury. The medals shall be made and de- 
livered at such times as may be required by the Association in quan- 


tities of not less than two thousand, but no medals shall be made 


after December 31, 1967. The medals shall be considered to be national 


medals within the meaning of section 3551 of the Revised Statutes. 
Sec. 2. The Secretary of the Treasury shall cause such medals 
to be struck and furnished at not less than the estimated cost of 
manufacture, including labor, materials, dies, use of machinery, 
and overhead expenses; and security satisfactory to the Director 


of the Mint shall be furnished to indemnify the United States for 
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the full payment of such costs. 

Sec. 3. The medals authorized to be issued pursuant to this 
Act shall be of such size or sizes and of such various metals as 
shall be determined by the Secretary of the Treasury in consultation 


with the American Numismatic Association.

Club, has been appointed bourse chairman. Peterson eueused the fact 
that the selection of dealers is made by a special A.N.A. committee 
and not by the Chicago eorpeation committee. He added that the 
A.N.A. committee will notify those dealers soon who are awarded 
bourse space. He stated that those who did not apply or who were not 
awarded a bourse table should not request space from him as there is 
already a long waiting list. Peterson promised full size, eight-foot 
tables, adequate lighting, and the best of facilities for dealers. 
Those who desire information aside from requests for space may con- 
tact Richard Peterson at P.O. Box 3805, Chicago, Ill. 60654. 


Exhibit Chairman J. L. Grebinger asks those interested in 
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preparing an exhibit to contact him at P.O. Box 614, Oak Park, I1l. 
60303, for exhibit rules and applications Galer are being printed. 
Grebinger pointed out that there will be excellent facilities for 
the exhibitors. Three large connecting rooms have been reserved for 
competitive exhibits, while a special area will be used for noncom- 
petitive displays.

Dear Friends: 


May I please have a few minutes of your time to discuss National Coin Week, April 
lO-25, 19667 I've heard many excuses given for not doing anything for National Coin 
Week. They do not understand the rules and point system, or know what to do or how 
to submit a scrapbook. I never realized how many different interpretations could be 
put on a few words until last year. We have tried to clarify these. It has taken a 
few more words, but we hope you will feel it is a step in the right direction. 


Our members are creative and full of ingenuity. We welcome new ideas but the old 
ideas are still good too. Some things can be judged on an equal basis; others cannot. 
The points shown here are ''Minimum Points" to allow the judges to increase the amount 
Gf points for any activity they feel deserves it. The point system isa judging guide, 
not a hard fast rule. Well known numismatists from different areas will judge your 
Scrapbook entries. Their names will be released soon. 


Hact year arter judging, fieures were. taken from each Official Entry Report and 
totaeed to tearm there was nearly 600 column feet of N.C.W. publicity, 92 hours of 
numismatic talks, 2,996 spot radio announcements and 134 other radio programs, 176 
Spou lV announcemencs and 32. other TV programs, etc. See the August 1965 issue of 
ihe Numismatist, Can we beat these figures in 1966? It is up to you. Not everyone 
Oreevery club can do everything on this entry report, but you can emphasize what can 
be done in your area. 


Many collectors are being robbed, so we must take safety precautions. The black and 
White exhibit cards no longer say "Exhibited by ...". If you want to use your name 
in svour exfipie, thas is up to you for you are responsible for the safety of your 
material. An individual may use a club membership card in a display, or a club can 
use blank membership cards. Do not list the home address of your members in your 
scrapbook. If your book is on display an address could be copied or memorized. You 
Can jue these addresses in your book after judging if you wish since your book will 
Decome a record of the activities for your club this year. You may want to add other 
Hens to it after judging. 


Al emitoit does not need to be expensive to be interesting. Expensive and rare. ex- 
hibits should be shown in banks or Savings and Loan Associations where they have 
maximum protection. We are trying to teach people who do not go to coin shows or 

read coin publications that our hobby is not hoarding money. Our exhibits should tell 
a story they will understand in the artistic beauty of the items; the mystery of their 
existence; the history of their heros; the symbolic meaning of their designs; the 
educational value of numismatics. This basic interest is the beginning of a good 
numismatist. The A.N.A. Officers and Board Members cannot reach this multitude of 
people without help. This is our job, and each person who volunteers for this work 
becomes an active member of The National Coin Week Committee. We talk numismatics 

and have shows during the year, but NATIONAL COIN WEEK is the BIG WEEK. It is OUR 


WEEK; the GRANDE FINALE!! We need everyone on stage for this one, from the writers, 
the producers to the stage hands. 


The American Numismatic Association will give awards of first, second and third place 
Mi sex classes, plus two Honorable Mention. The first, second and third place winners 
will be displayed at the Diamond Anniversary Convention, August 16-20, 1966 in Chicago, 
filinois. All other entries will receive Certificates of Award to show our apprecia- 
(190m DUt it LS impossible for us to know what you are doing unless you send us the 
Official Entry Report. Judging will be done on May 28, 1966 so your report and scrap- 
book must be in our hands on or before May 25, 1966.

RULES FOR NATIONAL COIN WEEK 


1. Any numismatic club or association may participate in National Coin Week, but only 
members of the American Numismatic Association are eligible to win an award. Any 
individual who is a member of the A.N.A. may enter Class D and compete on an individ- 
ual basis. Credit will be given only for work done by that individual. Persons 
entering Class D cannot include their material in an entry for their club. 


2. A list of all club and individual entries that submit an Official Entry Report with 
evidence of participation will be released for publication, and Certificates of 
Award will be issued. A report will be made of the total results of N.C.W. 1966 
as in the August 1965 issue of The Numismatist. 


3. Juniors under 17, who are active members in an A.N.A. Club but have not reached 
the minimum age requirement for A.N.A. membership, may compete in Class D. Their 
scrapbook entry must be accompanied by a letter from the President or secretary of 
the club or association, verifying that the Junior is a member in good standing in 
an A.N.A. association. 


4. Classifications for National Coin Week: 


Class A - Clubs in the U.S.A.* with 100 or more club members 
Class B - Clubs in the U.S.A.* with 50 - 99 club members 
Class C - Clubs in the U.S.A.* with 49 or less club members 
Class D - Individual entries by those living in the U.S.A.* 
Class X - Clubs not located in the U.S.A.* 

Ciass Y - Individuals not living in the U.S.A.* 


Non-Competitive - for clubs or individuals who do not wish to enter competi- 
tion but are eligible for Certificates of Award under rule 2 above.** 


*U.S.A. means the 50 states of the United States, and Washington, D. C. 


International Clubs holding regular meetings in the U.S.A. should enter Class 
A, B, or C. International Clubs who do not hold their regular meetings in 
the U.S.A. should enter Class X. 


5. Awards: First, second and third place awards will be given in each class. These 
will be presented at the A.N.A. Diamond Anniversary Convention, August 16-20, 1966 
in Chicago, Illinois. Winning scrapbooks will be on display at this convention. 
All scrapbooks will be returned after judging except those held for display at 
the convention. These may be picked up at convention on Saturday. In addition, 
Honorable Mention will be made for two entries in each class. Further information 
on recognition for Honorable Mention will be released later. 


**Non-Competitive Class can also be used by those members in a club who still want 
to participate, although the majority vote not to enter N.C.W. competition.

N.C.W. Activities: The suggested Supplement Report enclosed will help you fill in 
the first row of lines. Points listed are "Minimum Points" to allow the judges to 
increase the amount of points for any activity if they feel it deserves it. Well known 
numismatists from different areas will do the judging. Therefore, this point system 
is a judging guide, not a hard fast rule. Do not write in the last row of lines. 


a: Number of public exhibit locations means non-commercial exhibits only. These 
exhibits should be educational exhibits that tell the story of history and numismatics 
to the non-collector, with an attempt to show them there is more to our hobby than 
just "money". Exhibits can be in store windows, banks, libraries, schools, etc. 
Photos or a description of each exhibit should be in your book. Do not include coin 
shows here}; they are listed below. 


b: -The number of members in your club who exhibit under lines "a", "o", and "q". 
If John Jones exhibits in all three categories, he is still just one exhibitor. We 
need a separate list of these with names only, to be used in issuing Certificates of 
Award. 


c: A large exhibit should receive more points than a small one. This means the 

total square feet of the exhibit only; not the whole table on which a case is placed. 

BP Siangero A. NA. exhibit case is 18" x 30". This is 3.75 square feet. If it is 

over 1/2 square foot, you may Claim a full foot, soanA.N.A. case exhibit would be 

A square feet. Many exhibits are shown in other type cases or ina special way. If 
you use two cases that measure 3.25 each, you may combine them to a total of 6.5 and 
Claim 7 square feet of exhibit in your report. 


d, e, f; Publicity about numismatics or N.C.W. which appears in newspapers and 
magazines through your efforts this year may be counted, if you include copies of it 
in your book. Please give date published, name and address of each publication. 
Line "d" gives you two points for each article; line "e" gives you three points for 
each picture published; and you can measure the number of column inches of both, 
including the headings, and receive an additional one point for each column inch 
under "f", Several clubs have talked the local merchants into inserting a notice 
of "Watch for National Coin Week, April 16-23, 1966" or "This is National Coin 
eek" or similar remarks in their newspaper ads. This means the merchant is paying 
for N.C.W. publicity. We might call this "spot publicity", and you may claim each 
under "d". One line cannot be counted as a full inch, but if the announcement is 
one inch or over, it can be included in the total inches under "f". 


g, h: Numismatic Talks given before clubs, organizations or a special group of 
people such as at a school, receive 5 points each "g". Please include a copy of 
the talk, date and name of the organization, or a letter from an officer of the 
organization which tells the text of the talk and the approximate length of time. 
One point per minute "h". 


i, j, k: Radio Time with five points for each spot announcement "i"; five points 
for being on any radio program that discusses numismatics "j"; plus one point for 
each minute of air time "k". Please include confirmation from radio station when 
possible. Many stations consider this a community service and appreciate receiv- 


ing a Certificate of Award. 
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i; mn, a Ten points for each TV Spot announcement "1"; ten for being on any program 


that discusses numismatics "m"; plus two points for — minute of TV time, "n". 
eee lactude confirmation from TV Station.

u: Proclamation from the Governor of your state is 25 points. There are Governors 


who have a ruling against this in their state. If you receive a letter from them to 
this effect it should be included in your book and will count the same. Several 
Governors send photostat copies of the proclamation to all who write them. So. 
write; it only costs a stamp. Last year a Certificate of Award was sent to each 
Governor by your General Chairman, with a letter of appreciation. Copies of the 
letter were sent to all who showed in their reports that they had contacted them. 


v: Proclamations from the Mayor or Village Official from the towns where you show 
exhibits can be an attractive item in your books and bring 10 points each. 


w, xX: Letters to your U. S. Congressmen telling of good will projects your club is 


doing, planning or has done in his district, and asking if they will help obtain a 
National Coin Week proclamation from the President of the U.S.A. to be presented 
to the president of the A.N.A. wili count five points each if you include a carbon 
copy "w’. If you receive an answer, their letter will count an additional five points 
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y, z: Applications for membership in the A.N.A. obtained through your club or by 
you if an individual entry will count ten points each "y". Applications for member- 
ship in your local club, regional or state numismatic associations counts two points 
each "z". Include a list of the names, association, and date of application. 


Include a listing (one line each) of any business man, radio, TV, newspaper, or 
individual you would like to present a Certificate of Award, and we will send them 

to you ready for presentation. This should be people who helped you in your N.C.W, 
promotion. 


Everyone wants an attractive scrapbook, but it may be expensive or inexpensive. 
Put the talents of your members to work. Colored construction paper is very useful 
and the theme "Friendships Flower Through Numismatics" should give you ideas. 
There are no maximum points, so there is no limit on how many you may accumtlate.

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EDUCATIONAL AWARD 
PLAQUE 


Many members have earned the 
A.N.A. educational award certificates 
since they were inaugurated over a 
year ago and announced in the Au- 
gust, 1964 issue of The Numismatist. 
Most of the recipients are quite proud 
of the one or more certificates they 
have and display them for their fri- 
ends to see. 

To make this easier and the award 
more attractive, the Executive Secre- 
tarys office has arranged with a 
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manufacturer of plaques to furnish 
mountings for this or any similar 
certificate. The plaque is made of 
mahogany board, 10 by 12% inches, 
with a % inch transparent lucite cover 
for the 8% by 11 inch certificate. The 
lucite cover and certificate are held 
in place with rosette brads, making 
for easy assembly of an _ attractive 
mounting which may be hung or used 
upright. 

Any member may obtain one or 
more of these plaques from the Execu- 
tive Secretary, P. O. Box 16243, Phoe- 
nix, Ariz. 85011 for $5.00 each post- 
paid. If you have one of these awards, 
get a plaque for preserving and show- 
ing it. If you don't yet have one, earn 
it soon by making a talk before your 
local club or some other group. 

In brief, the talk must be on some 
numismatic subject, must be made in 
a club’s name and the award request- 
ed by an officer of an A.N.A. member 
club. Write to the Executive Secre- 
tary for a “request for award” form, 
fill out and return, and the certificate 
will be prepared and forwarded to 
the club for suitable presentation to 
the speaker. Only one award may 
be requested on the occasion of an 
ordinary club meeting, but a speaker 
may receive any number of awards 
which he or she earns from time to 
time. 


CODE OF ETHICS 


The following Code of Ethics was 
adopted by the Board of Governors 
at their August 1965 Board of Gover- 
nors meeting: 

“Membership in the American 
Numismatic Association is a privilege 
extended to those persons and organi- 
zations deemed worthy thereof and is 
not a matter of right. Such member- 
ship can be maintained only until the 
Board of Governors determines that 
the conduct of a member has been 
such that, in the best interest of the 
Association, his membership should 
be terminated. 

For the guidance of its members, 
this Code of Ethics has been duly 
adopted by the Board of Governors 
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under the authority vested in it by 
the Federal Charter and the by-laws 
of the Association. A breach thereof 
by any member reflect, directly or 
indirectly, upon all other members. 
Such a breach shall be considered 
conduct prejudicial to the welfare of 
the Association and cause for action 
by the Board of Governors. 

As a member of the American 
Numismatic Association: 

I agree to support and be governed 
by the Federal Charter and the by- 
laws of the Association, and such 
rules, policies and regulations as may 
be in force from time to time; 

I agree to conduct myself so as to 
bring no reproach or discredit to the 
Association, or impair the prestige of 
membership therein; 

I agree to base all of my dealings 
on the highest plane of justice, fair- 
ness and morality; 

I agree to neither buy nor sell nu- 
mismatic items of which the owner- 
ship is questionable; 

I agree to conform to the accepted 
standards of dignified advertising; 

I agree to take immediate steps to 
correct any error I may make in any 
transaction; 

I agree not to sell, exhibit, produce, 
nor advertise counterfeits, copies, re- 
strikes and reproductions of any nu- 
mismatic items if their nature is not 
clearly indicated by the word “count- 
erfeit,’ “copy,” “restrike,” or “repro- 
duction” incused in the metal or print- 
ed on the paper thereof, with the ex- 
ception of items produced prior to 
1933 and generally accepted by nu- 
mismatists and not in any way mis- 
represented as genuine; 

I agree to represent a numismatic 
item to be genuine only when, to the 
best of my knowledge and belief, it 
is authentic; 

I agree to fulfill all contracts made 
by me, either orally or written, to 
make prompt payments upon deliv- 
ery, and to return immediately any 
item that is not satisfactory; 

I agree to give aid to members in 
their quest for numismatic knowl-

A delightful vicarious visit to the 
Portugal Mint in Lisbon and other 
interesting European numismatic and 
travel experiences were enjoyed by 
123 members and guests at the Nov. 
8 meeting of the Missouri Numisma- 
tic Society, A.N.A. 7183. Charter 
Member John S. Stevenson spoke on: 
“The Inside Story of the ‘Casa Da 
Moeda’ of Portugal” at the meeting 
in Hotel Sheraton-Jefferson St. Louis. 
Having been fortunate enough to 
have been conducted personally 
through that mint by its Director, 
Senor Julio Roseira, Stevenson could 
comment first-hand on its various fea- 
tures including actual coin produc- 
tion from the pouring of ingots to 
completion; equipment used, meth- 
ods of counting and other phases of 
its operation. Through slides made 
from photographs taken and gener- 
ously donated by Numismatic News 
of Iola, Wis., the audience had the 
rare privilege of actually witnessing 
inside views of the mint. Of special 
interest was their method of ingot 
pouring done in exceedingly small 
quantities, their method of checking 
quality by throwing coins against a 
lithoid or stone-like surface for prop- 
er ring, and their counting by hand 
rather than by machine. Stevenson 
emphasized that although, by our 
standards, their equipment and meth- 
ods might be termed antiquated and 
primitive, there was nothing antiquat- 
ed or primitive about the Portuguese 
people with whom'he and Mrs. Stev- 
enson came in contact. All of them 


were warm, friendly, gracious and 
seemingly determined to make what 
could have been a casual, routine 
visit, a memorable and _ gratifying 
one. Stevenson related further that 
the Portugal Mint makes no proof sets 
or paper money, the latter in fact, 
being made in England; that they do, 
however, print stamps and_ bonds; 
that mint sets were sold at the mint 
at face value; that the Mint Museum 
is considered by world-wide authori- 
ties to be one of the finest of its kind 
in Europe. Housing, in many _ in- 
stances, one-of-a-kind numismatic 
items, collectors of ancient coins 
would find it particularly pleasing. 
Ironically, the Director commented 
that the museum’s poorest collection 
was that of American coins. 
Stevenson reported the lack of coin 
shops as we know them here, in Portu- 
gal where, however, coins can be ob- 
tained at establishments known as 
“cambios” or money-exchange shops. 
Several of these displayed a large 
variety of gold bullion and coins 
which could have been purchased 
easily at a reasonable price had not 
the laws of our land prohibited their 
import. In contrast to the informality 
and small size of the Portuguese mint, 
he observed that the mint at Madrid, 
Spain, was much larger covering 
about two city blocks, and its officials 
and procedures much more formal 
and protocol demanding. Although 
efforts to gain admittance to the work 
rooms would have been complicated 
and time consuming, and_ possibly 
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fruitless, evidence of numismatic in- 
terest was quite notable as one of 
the mint officials convinced Steven- 
son to join the Sociedad Iberoameri- 
cana De _ Estudios Numismaticos. 
Among the items displayed by Stev- 
enson was a copy of that Society’s 
‘May-June publication Numisma, a 
high quality magazine containing a 
wealth of numismatic information at- 
tractively presented. Stevenson learn- 
ed that the only source for obtaining 
uncirculated coins in Madrid was the 
National Bank of Madrid where each 
coin denomination is dispersed by a 
different teller; further that that mint 
prints paper money, bonds and 
stamps and mints coins, although no 
mint or proof sets are made. Other 
interesting comments revealed the cir- 
culation of both old and new francs 
in France, each of different value; 
that although a 20% discount was 
given on travelers’ checks in that 
country, no discount was given on 
the U. S. dollar; that for the traveler’s 
convenience the Automobile Club of

Italy operates a money exchange trail- 
er at the border between France and 
Italy; that an unlimited quantity of 
U.S. gold dollars dated 1853 and $5 
gold pieces dated 1915 were avail- 
able but, it was discovered later from 
a reputable source, they were made 
in Milan for the jewelry trade; that 
as in Spain, uncirculated coins in 
Denmark are obtainable at the Na- 
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tional Bank in Denmark; that Ameri- 
cans were heard and observed to of- 
fer large quantities of Kennedy half- 
dollars for trade and that public ser- 
vants often requested them as tips; 
that money throughout Europe may 
be exchanged at airports, banks and 
money exchanges, all of which im- 
pose a slight fee; and that personnel 
at those sites were most patient and 
cooperative in assisting the purchas- 
er in the best selection of coins. In- 
cluded among his comments were 
various comparative monetary values 
of coins of Portugal, Spain, Italy and 
Denmark. Mint sets from each coun- 
try, and a Vatican Pope Paul VI 100- 
lire coin bearing the Papal blessing, 
were displayed and_ subsequently 
awarded as door prizes. Stevenson 
concluded his presentation by dis- 
tributing copies of the May 24, 1965 
issue of Numismatic News covering 
in detail highlights of their Lisbon 
trip, and donated by that organiza- 
tion to whom we are most grateful. 
The Society was deeply gratified 
to learn of the acceptance of its in- 
vitation to the American Numismatic 
Association to hold its 1970 conven- 
tion in St. Louis, and stands ready to 
cooperate in every way possible to 
insure its success. We are pleased to 
announce our 7th annual Coin Fesi- 
val to be held Aug. 18-14, 1966, in 
St. Louis. This will be a convenient 
stop for many on the way to the 
A.N.A. Diamond Anniversary conven- 
tion the following Tuesday through 
Saturday in Chicago. Site of the St. 
Louis festival will be announced 
soon. David L. Cooper of 3500 Ridge- 
dale, St. Louis, Mo. 63121 will be 
chairman again, assisted by John S.

The 1140th meeting of Rochester 
Numismatic Association, A.N.A. 1629, 
was held October 12 at the Roches- 
ter (N.Y.) Museum of Arts and Sci- 
ences with 63 in attendance. Member 
John J. Pittman gave one of the most 
interesting and intriguing talks we 
have heard on his experiences at the 
King Farouk auction in 1954 in Cairo, 
Egypt. John studied up on a number 
of languages prior to the sale, includ- 
ing Arabic, German, French, etc., be- 
cause the auctioneer would call the 
last bidder's offer in his native tongue. 
He told of the mechanics of an auc- 
tion in foreign countries, which often 
vary greatly from our own. While in 
Egypt, John visited the pyramids 
there and even rode on a camel. Ex 
hibits included a catalog of the King 
Farouk sale and several interesting 
coins and pieces of paper money. 

At the October 26 meeting, our 
paper money expert, Mike Schopp, 
gave an unusually interesting and in- 
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formative talk on the origin of bank- 
ing in the United States. He illustrat- 
ed it with examples of early checks, 
credit slips, bank notes and (later) 
U. S. notes, all of which covered the 
span from 1621 to the present. Other 
exhibits of the evening included Mex- 
ican gold and a wide variety of paper 
money. The membership of this old- 
est continuous coin club in the coun- 
try is epproaching the 200 mark, high- 
est in the group's 53-year history. — 
Paul A. Kraemer, Corr. Sec. 
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At its October meeting in the Car- 
negie Museum in Pittsburgh, the 
Western Pennsylvania Numismatic 
Society, A.N.A. LM 39, enjoyed a fine 
talk by member Philip A. Williams on 
“Unusual Numismatic Experiences.” 
Williams started as a collector in 1899 
when, helping dig out a well-entrench- 
ed rose bush, he unearthed a holed 
1799 silver dollar. This kindled the 
spark of interest in coin collecting 
that has expanded in scope over the 
years, but he still keeps that first coin 
as an item cherished beyond its pres- 
ent-day value. Anecdotes gave an 
insight into coin values of 85 to 50 
years ago, such as an 1856 flying 
eagle cent at $1.50 to $2.50, large 
cents in 1000 lots at 3c each, proof 
gold coins at 25c over face, and an 
1885 $3 gold piece for $8. He empha- 
sized that while these prices seem 
unbelievable today, they reflect the 
supply and demand balance of that 
period, and constituted an appreciable 
outlay to the beginning collector con- 
sidering his salary and the value of 
the dollar then. Williams traveled ex- 
tensively in his business along the 
northeast coast and became well 
known as a trader of coins and 19th 
century pistols. 

Most banks, prior to World War I, 
had an “odd box” of obsolete coins 
and often preferred to sell the box 
as a lot rather than piecemeal, which 
was usually a break for the collector. 
Becoming known and expected to 
stop frequently, Williams got first 
“pick” in many banks and thus secur- 
ed many choice items at moderate 
cost. He recalled once having one 
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million dollars in large size notes in 
hand, and the banker commenting 
“remember this well, Mr. Williams, 
it may be the only time in your life 
that youll hold a million dollars in 
your hand.” To date, said Williams, 
the prediction has held true. He dis- 
played many rare and unusual pieces 
and some early Colt firearms. His 
interpretation of the present slump 
in the coin market is that the hobby 
is passing from the hoarder and spec- 
ulator back to the true collector and 
numismatist. — J. A. Nelson, Publ.

A.N.A.- Retains Architect 


At the invitation of the Colorado Springs Chamber of Commerce, A.N.A. 
President Rothert, Vice President Bergen, Governor Johnson and Asst. to the 
Exece Sec. Koch attended the annual dinner meeting at the C. of C. on Dec. 6. 
At this meeting representatives of new organizations moving into Colorado 
Springs were introduced and honored. Both Rothert and Bergen arranged to 
combine business trips of their own to minimize A.N.A. travel expenses. 

Colorado Springs architect Carlisle B. Guy, who has Sianaee several 
buildings for Colorado College and designed libraries and other public build- 
ings, wes retained during the trip to draw up preliminary exterior and in- 
terior »vlans for the A.N.A. home and headquarters. It is expected that these 
plans will be ready for discussion by the board at its meeting scheduled for 
mid-February. General guide lines have been provided for the planners, with 
the major problems and details being worked out in cooperation with the staff 
and officials of the Association. 

It will be recalled that, when the lease was signed with Colorado College 
last August in Houston, one parcel of land remained to be acquired to complete 
the preferred headquarters site. These negotiations had just been completed 
at the time of the Dec. 6 meeting. Our site will dominate the entire block, 
with a park on one side, a Le lot on the other, and the Colorado Springs 
Art Museum behind, with a beautiful view of Pikes Peak in the distance. 

Charles Johnson, chairman of the A.N.A. Headquarters Building and Plans 
Committee, is working on the premise that the initial building should contain 
about 13,000 square feet of floor space. In allocating this space, priority 
is being given to the requirements of the headquarters personnel, including 
the executive director, editor, curator-librarian, office manager, membership 


services manager and such assistants and general office workers as will be 
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necessary. Other primary considerations include providing for the A.N.A. 
library; storage and work rooms such as handling the visual education slides 
and films, mailing of publications, duplicating and photographic facilities, 
etc.3; a security room for safe keeping of valuable papers, coins, medals, 
etc.3 and ordinary building services such as heating and air conditioning, 
reception area, and facilities necessary for the personnel. 

Every effort will be made to include adequate exhibit and museum space, 
a meeting-reading room and other highly desirable but not absolutely essential 
facilities. It is expected that the committee will be able to present pre- 
liminary plans which the board can adopt at its mid-February meeting, and 
that such information will be published promptly in The Numismatist and in 
other numismatic publications. 

Whatever is planned for the initial building will take into account, of 
course, the almost certain need for its enlargement in the future. It must 
be borne in mind, furthermore, that part of the building fund, which totals 
over $210,000 at this writing, will have to be used for fixtures and equip- 
ment plus moving and setup costs. 

The project is moving forward without unnecessary delay but with pru- 
dencee Much has been accomplished since it was activated at the Cleveland 
convention in 1964 but a lot of work and patience will be required to see it 
through to completion. The work will fall mostly to the lot of the officers 
of the Association, but every collector can help with contributions to the 
building fund, with constructive counsel and suggestions, and with the exer- 


cise of tolerance toward those who must make the decisions and do the work.

Whether you collect coins, tokens, medals, wooden nickels, "fidos," 
paper money or anything else in the numismatic field, you can help your hobby 
and yourself by taking part in National Coin Week 1966, April 16-23. All 
clubs that are members of American Numismatic Association should receive a 
sample package of literature this month. Members who want to participate as. 
individuals should write the chairman for this information. We have added a 
few new ideas and hope it will help you in planning your NCW promotion. We 
would appreciate your opinion on them, too. 


Whatever you collect is interesting, otherwise you wouldn't collect it. 
Exhibiting is showing something that intrigues you and telling briefly why it 
does so others may appreciate it too. You will learn because as you write 
notes for an exhibit, a numismatic talk or article, you will find yourself 
checking books and articles to be sure your facts are accurate. There is 
beauty in numismatics —- artistic beauty. There is mystery - the mystery of 
the existence of coins and how you obtained them. There is history - the 
history of numismatics — the history of the era in which the items were used, 
and of the people, places, things, emblems or mottos on them. There is the 
science of numismatics itself - of how, where, material used, and why. Each 
item has a story to tell - an educational story. The search for knowledge has 


existed since time began. The mind that has ceased this search lies dormant. 


Por millions of us collecting numismatic material is a fascinating hobby 
because there is always the search; the search for an item or for information 
about it. Many people need this hobby for rehabilitation or therapy, to give 
them something to search for. Almost every collector has extra coins from 
another country or tokens of nominal value. Why not donate these to your club 
and appoint a committee to take them to a home, school or hospital where 
children or adults are confined? Give one or a few to each of several people 
and ask them to learn all they can about them ane give a talk to their group 
when you are present, or write a paper on them. Make the hospital, home or 
school and its members an honorary member of your club and encourage them to 
help you set up an exhibit with the materiale Again you may discover you 


are helping yourself, because they have time to do these things. 


If the interest is encouraging, put a -.etter in your local papers asking 


if anyone has extra coins, medals, tokens, etc. they will donate.- But — ask 
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that the material with the donor's name and address be mailed to the hospital 
or school; not to you or your club. We are trying to create good will, not 


suspicion? 


This is just a suggestion and not required for NCW participation. We 
need this type of projects to help show others the true picture of our hobby. 
This is the kind of thing your congressmen could use to help win back our 
reputation. This is the part of numismatics that has not been publicized 
enoughe It is also a human interest story that might interest a newspaper 


reporter and get you some NCW publicity. 


Start passing around your numismatic bouquets nowe As the snow flurries 
fly in Washington, let's snow them with letters too, not with complaints this 
timee Before you ask for help in obtaining a presidential proclamation For 
National Coin Week 1966, plant seeds of interest with your good will projects 
in their community and with other countries. If you plan to make an exhibit 
of another country, write to its embassy in Washington, D.C. Tell about the 
exhibit you plan to make and ask for any information: or pamphlets available 
about their country. You might enclose a copy of such letters when you write 
to your congressmen, who are mighty interested in creating good will with 


other countries. 


What can one person do? It may surprise you. The minister of a small 
church wrote the first letter that led to placing the motto "In God We Trust" 
on all of our coins. A.N.A. President Matt Rothert started the ball rolling 
to have it added on all of our paper money. As for my husband and myself, 
many unusual things have happened because of our first exhibit for National 
Coin Week Try it and see for yourself. ~ Lois Otis, NCW Chm., 17643 Lin- 
coln Ave., Homewood, Ill.

Coin Theft Reward Pund 


Because of previous "experience," said A.N.A. President Rothert in Houston, 
I was asked to head the important Robberies and Coin Insurance Committee of the 
American Numismatic Association. My experience was back in January of 1964 when 
coins and other items valued at nearly $300,000 were stolen from my Money Museum 
in St. Petersburg Beach. In spite of diligent efforts by the F.B.I., none of 


the material has been recovered, but I've had a lot of "experience." 


At the A.N.A. board meeting in Richmond in October, an appropriation of 
$10,000 was made from the general fund to form the nucleus of a coin theft re- 
ward fund. It is believed that various dealer and publisher organizations will 
contribute to this fund in at least a like amount. The board further added $25 
to the bourse table fee for the 1966 convention in Chicago, the resulting $2500 
to be added to this fund. Contributions from individuals, clubs or other groups 
are Solicited. I certainly hope that every collector will send what he feels 
he can afford to this fund. Those who have suffered loss through robbery or 
theft know how badly we need measures to combat such losses. Others should 


help in the effort to avoid the experience from which no one is immune. 


I expect to make this one of the most active and hard working committees 
of the A.N.A. We are working on guides and rules for the administration of the 
fund to the end that it will be an incentive in the apprehension of coin 
thieves, their informers and fences and other accomplices; also in the re- 
covery of stolen numismatic material. The rules must be both practical and in 
conformity with law and the practices of law enforcement agencies. We must 
have these working plans, but they will be sterile and useless without a size- 


able fund from which to draw for rewards.

Since all local area dealers in such a large metropolitan district as 
Chicago cannot possibly be allocated tables at this convention, it would seen 
reasonable to expect these dealers to voluntarily forpgo applying for bourse 
space. This has been the custom at recent A. N. A. conventions. 

It is the bourse committee's understanding, said Rothert, that such 
dealers not applying for tables at the convention in Chicago, because of 
voluntarily stepping aside to give their time and efforts to work for and 
support the convention, will be given every consideration in selecting bourse 
dealers at next year's A.N.A. convention, should they apply then.

The Swastika, a symbol of unknown origin, has been used on more 
tokens, coins, medals, textiles, frescoes, jewelry and good-luck charms 
than probably any other design for the last 23 centuries. 

Said te be of Greek design, it was used as early as 350 B.C. on 
coins of the Greek Colonies, Numerous other countriss and peoples have 
used this symbol in full and modified form. 

This Swastika, supposedly adopted by the Nazi Party in 1933, was, 
however, used on the political tokens of Adolph Hitier in his campaign 
against President Von Hindenberg in the 1929 German elections. Hitler 
lost and was thrown into jail. With the adoption, however, of this 
good-luck symbol by the Nationalist Social Party of Germany, it became 
the most despised emblem of the free world. 

Early in 1936 Great Britain's shillings were counter-stamped with 
a crude Swastika above the head of George V. They were believed to 
have been done by sympathizers after Germany annexed Austria, and were 
immediately stripped of legal tender status. To be found in possession 
of one constituted a criminal offense. At this same time in Austria, 
those sympathetic to the Third Reich were busy stamping Swastikas on 


the then current schilling and Groschen coins of the everrun Republic. 
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The writer has two Austrian coins which have actual hand-carved Swastikas 
on their obverses. 

Back home in 19383 and 1939, the German people were using sixteen 
different Marks. They all loeked alike, but certain restrictions on 
their usage resulted in different purchase classifications. Some were 
"free" Marks, but most were "blocked" Marks. The "free" ones were 
around 40 cents to the American dollar and were readily accepted for 
any purpose. The "blocked" Marks or "“aski" Marks, the most widely 
used in trade, were credit notes goed only for the purchase of German 
(and no other) goeds. “Aski" is an abbreviation for "foreigners! special 
accounts for payment in Germany. 

Another credit note circulating was the Reichkreditkasse in 1940, 
dn eccupied Bordeaux, France, the street car conductors and other French 
tradesmen refused to accept this German script. Immediately, the 
Military Commandant plastered the walls with "whoever refuses to accept 
notes or currency of Germany, whether effered by civilians or soldiers, 


will be prosecuted for sabatage by Military Tribunals."

The Nazi invading forces used Reich credit office notes in 
denominations of 50 Marks for supplies and services payments. These 
were supplied by the Administrative Council which supervised the Central 
Administration of Reich credit offices Board of Directors, composed | 
of two or more persons. This shows that there had appeared previously 
some disloyalty in the Third Reich's Administrative Ranks. 

Holed zine Wehrmacht 5 and 10 pfennig coins were else used in 
the invasions of Denmark, Poland, Norway, France, Belgium, Dutch and 
Luxemburg. These are very scarce today since the total wintage was in 
the hands of the German Army and easily recalled as such. 

A sudden decree by the Finance Minister of the Third Reich previded 
that nickel 50 pfenning coins minted in 193¢ and 1939 would cease to be 
legal tender as of August 1, 1940. The one mark nickel coins minted 
from 1933 until 1939 were also to be turned in as well as the 50 
pfenning nickel coins, as nickel was a high priority itea for the war 
effort. 


Now, here is where the connivance enters into madman Adolph's 


im. Danzig had recently been annexed into the Third Reich. They 


ah « 
had minted almost 4 million gulden and half-gtlden coins in 1932 as 
a free State. They were nickel and this metal was needed, so, the 
two coins were declared without legal tender value and recalled with 
the Nazi nickel coins. 

Late in 1939, the newspaper headlines blazed with, “Germany 
iit ae 500 tens of bronze one and two pfennig coins", and “6,000 tons 
of bronze-aluminum five and ten pfennig coins replaced by zine coins". 
Bronze and bronze-aluminum had now become high on the prierity list 
of war metals, soe, HITLER grabbed the Polish-Silesian zine mines and 
this made the Reich virtually self-sufficient with respect te coinage 
metals. The zine coins dated 1940 appeared in the latter part of 
the year. 

With the recall of the bulk of the 419 billion nickel coins in 
circulation at the end of 1939 completed, it was announced in 1941 
that almost two billion zine coins had been minted by the six mints 
located in:

vacated in 1944 after minting coins fer only seven years. Some of 
the coins of the Vienna mint are scarce today and very seldom found 
in mint condition. 

After the occupation of Behemia and Moravia by the German Treeps, 
banks were seized and exchange suspended on March 15, 1939. Ridiculous 
rates for the exchange of the Czechoslovakian Koruny were established. 
Time limits and imprisenments were inveked on the reluctant population. 

Another interesting item provided by Adolph was his "decoration" 
or medal struck for his treeps anticipating a viectery in Nerth Africa 
in 1943. This ended in two truckloads of the souvenirs of this 
crushing defeat being abandoned in the desert sands, unwanted by the 
allied forces. 

Early in 1938, Col. General Herman Goering, Administrator of 
the Reich's four-year economic plan, slapped the German public with 
this decree: "All gold coins now in the hands of the German people must 
be exchanged for paper marks at the Reichbanks at face value". Gold 
coins were retired in 1933 and none have circulated or were minted 


Since then. This order permitted Germany to buy abroad in the face of 


onal 5 = 
an adverse trade balance. Here is the payoff - “Fat Boy" Goering's 


decree included all gold coins in the possession of private nunismatic 


collectors.

Friendships Flower Through Numismatics 


Are you a dandelion in the "Garden of Numismatios?" Many of us remember 
picking a bouquet of these bright yellow flowers and proudly presenting them 
to our mother. If you held a dandelion and an orchid before a small ohild, 
he might choose the dandelion. As we grow we learn to appreciate the beauty 
of real flowers. We learn that we cannot throw a handful of seeds on the 
ground, sit back and expect a beautiful garden to grow and then claim we are 
a botanist or a horticulturist. Neither can we throw a handful of coins into 
a box and honestly claim to be coin collectors or numismatists. Orchids that 
grow wild in some areas are carefully cultivated in others. Coins that some 
people ignore are items of interest to others, but it is difficult to develop 
a nice numismatic garden unless one is willing to learn from others and to 


read up on the subject. 


National Coin Week, April 16-23, 1966, is our special week to really 
show off to the general public. Here again we can compare our hobby with the 
Easter lily and Christmas poinsettia which appear only once a year. This is 
a long time to wait to see a flower. We admire these rare plants but enjoy 
seeing flowers all year long, and numismatic items need not be rare or expen- 
Sive to be interesting, beautiful and educational. 


Our numismatic "garden" has been threatened by seeds of bad mblicity 
and other blight. These have grown and almost hidden the flowers. If we all 
pitch in we may be able to reclaim our garden, but thereafter we mst work to 
keep it clean and attractive. If the old methods do not work against new 
problems, perhaps we should try some new ideas in addition to the old ones. 
How about this one? 


Last year the governors of 19 states signed official proclamations for 
National Coin Week, and 3 more sent letters of encouragement and good wishes. 
Some clubs wrote to President Johnson to ask for a national proclamation, tut 
got the answer that it must first be approved by Congress. Wow, many of us 
wrote letters of protest to our congressmen last year. Since most of these 
letters were complaints, let's try a different technique. 


Your congressmen are always interested in things that improve their 
districts. Have you handed out any numismatic bouquets in your community? 
Have you given educational talks in schools, helped veterans in hospitals or 
the handicapped to become more interested in life through our hobby? Have

you donated the profits from one coin auction to a worthwhile local cause? 
Have you stressed the historical, educational and numismatic background more 
than the dollar value? Have you done anything to promote good will in your 
community or in other countries? December is a good month to start, but this 


spirit could carry into a project which could last all year. 


Plan or accomplish something that will benefit someone other than your 
club members, then write to your congressmen in Washington, D.C. in January 
and ask if they will help to get April 16-23, 1966 proclaimed as National Coin 
Week by the President of the United States. Tell them what your club is doing 
or has plans to do, and enclose newspaper clippings or photos when possible. 
Show them that as collectors you have an interest also in your community. 
Let's use the fertile mud they have been slinging to grow seeds of interest 
in our numismatic gardense Cultivate their friendship by breaking down the 
general opinion that collectors cause problems with evidence of some good you 


are doing in their own district. 


If enough of these letters reach congressmen from different locations, 
the picture of the collector may begin to change. This type of letter may 
surprise them enough to make an impression. Perhaps when the new ANA.» 
home and headquarters building is ready for use we will have a presidential 
NCW proclamation to present to it, since it would belong to our Association 
and not to any one individual or clube. A copy of each letter you write to 
your representatives in Congress will count as points for NCW awards, and so 
will each answer received and special event.

A NA. Executive Secretary Resigns 


Don Sherer, executive secretary of the American Numismatic Association 
for 4 years, has tendered his resignation from that office. A letter from 
Sherer to the board of governors, dated October 26, stated simply "I naka 
appreciate your accepting my resignation as of December 31, 1965." 

As has been stated previously, the A.N.A. board is seeking a full time 
executive director to replace the part time executive secretary (general 
secretary prior to August 1963). This change is part of the reorganization 
of the Association management to be effected in connection with setting up 
a central headquarters. 

Sherer had made known to the board some time ago his decision against 
moving from Phoenix to the headquarters when it is established in Colorado 
Springs. President Rothert has asked Sherer to consider continuing in his 
present position until a new executive director is hired and ready to take 


over the office.

Report From The A.N.A. Board 


The Middle Atlantic Numismatic Association convention in Richmond, Va., 
was the occasion for a three-day meeting of the board of governors of the 
American Numismatic Association. In addition to the 9 members of the board, 
the meeting was attended by the executive secretary, treasurer, legal counsel, 
editor, advertising manager, and public relations officer, all of them talcing 
part in the full day sessions on October 21-23. The lengthy agenda of business 


items was covered fully, expedited by evening committee meetings. 
Changes in Organization 


Perhaps the most important item considered and acted upon was the matter 
of a new organizational plan for the Association. This plan is tailored to 
fit the present day needs of greatly increased activities, and for operations 
in a central headquarters which is being set up in Colorado Svrings. On the 
premise that one picture is better than a thousand words, the basic organi- 


zation is presented here in diagramatic form. 
(diagram enclosed) 


This new organization differs from the old one in this principle way: 
the large number of working officers and committees which presently report 
directly to the board of governors will, for the most part, report to an 
executive director who will be responsible to the board. Even the few other 
officers who will be responsible directly to the board will be tied in to the 
executive director for coordination of their activities as they relate to the 
director's office. It must be recognized that this diagram of the approved 
organization is complete in principle only, that many details remain to be re- . 
solved, and that changes will be required as the Association evolves further. 

It is realized by the board that this new organization cannot be put 
into effect immediately or at one fell swoop. There will be a transitional 
period while the headquarters facilities are being made available and new 
personnel is being found. Most of the appvinted officers are expected to be 
located in the Colorado Springs headquarters, to which most of those presently 
in office cannot remove due to long standing commitments in their scattered 
home areas. The Association is still seeking qualified men to fill the key 


positions of executive director and editor. 
Coin Theft Reward 


Other important decisions were made and actions taken, one of great

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concern to all collectors being the establishment of an A.N.A. coin theft 
reward fund. The board set aside $10,000 from its general fund for this 
specific purpose, and has been assured orally that other organizations are 
prepared to contribute a like amount to this reward fund. Various legal and 
practical aspects must be considered in setting up rules for the administra- 
tion of this fund, and further information will be published as it becomes. 
available. Closely related is the study of the possibility of making available 


to all A.N.A. members a coin insurance program at attractive rates.

The coming year being the occasion for observing and celebrating the 
75th anniversary of the founding of the Association, the board approved the 
general design for a special commemorative medal. This medal, in bronze in 
about 3 inch size, will be available at a moderate cost to all members and is 
being planned for release at the diamond anniversary convention in Chicago, 
August 16-20, 1966. The pendant badge for the Chicago convention has been 
designed to include a small diamond as a further commemoration of the anni- 
versary. Consideration is being given also to making the August issue of 


The Numismatist a special one. 
Educational Activities 


Already under way is an expansion of the audio-visual education activity 
in the making of extra copies of the present slide sets and the preparation 
of new ones. ‘The production of permanent master sets, from which other copies 
may be made in the future as needed, is in progress also. Copies of the re- 
cently adopted and published Code of Ethics for A.N.A. members will be pre- 
pared in form suitable for display and will be announced shortly. New member- 
ship applications will include the Code of Ethics on the form. 

The following resolution was passed in connection with expanding the 
educational activities now in progress at Roosevelt University in Chicago: 

"In furtherance of the American Numismatic Association objectives for 

the advancement and enjoyment of numismatics, the Association favors the 
establishment of a college of numismatics at Roosevelt University and 
offers its support in an advisory capacity." 

The present course in numismatics at the University is being sponsored by the 


Professional Numismatists Guild, with cooperation from the Association and the 


Chicago Coin Club. Consideration being given to the expansion of the program 
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by the University is evidence enough of its satisfaction with the initial 
response to the innovation. Arthur M. Kagin, the PNG member who fostered this 
project, was made a member of the A.N.A. educational committee to serve as the 
Association's representative in further work with this University. 

The library committee reported a need for additional copies of many books 
to fill the requests of members, especially for books in the field of foreign 
coins. Anyone having duplicates or no longer needed numismatic books is urged 
to donate them to the A.N.A. library. In the case of scarcer books that might 
be purchased for the library, the librarian should be contacted before for- 
warding them to determine the need. An important item on the library's want 


list is the first six volumes of The Numismatist. 
Other Topics 


Increasing the membership is a prime consideration and the committee 
heading this activity is studying and planning ways to stimlate it. Chair- 
man Ray Byrne of the membership committee is correlating suggestions and pro- 
posals already received from members of his large committee, and is anxious 
to hear from other persons having ideas on the subject. In the final analysis, 
the Association must look to its present members to encourage their minismatic 
and collector friends to become affiliated with A.N.A. 


Recognizing the increasing interest in coins of foreign countries, the 
A.N.A. is prepared to help collectors in this area with books from its large. 
library and slides of several titles. The Numismatist will continue the very 
popular section on "New Or Recent Issues," and welcomes news items and articles 


on foreign coins which will be of interest to collectors. 


At the board's request, Editor Bradfield agreed to continue in his office 
until a new editor is selected and ready to assume the position, with a limit 
of 9 months from the effective date of his previously announced resignation. 


This would include preparation of all 1966 issues to and including September. 


A program was approved for the issuance of awards by the Association in 
recognition of outstanding exhibits at A.N.A. club meetings. This is similar 
to the educational awards for numismatic talks at the local level, which were 


initiated in August 1964 and which have proved to be very popular. 


Recognizing the importance of junior members of the Association to its 
future and to the future of the hobby, the committee to implement ways of 


assisting them was renamed "Young Numismatists Committee." A proposal to hold 
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a special educational forum for young collectors and numismatists at the Chicago 


convention is being considered carefully. 
Annual Conventions 


It was decided to accept the invitation of the Missouri Numismatic Society 
of St. Louis to hold the 1970 A.N.A. convention in that city. On the recom- 
mendation of convention committees, a few changes were made in bourse and 
exhibit rules which will be published in full later. The bourse fee at the 
1966 convention was increased to $175, the added $25 to be placed in the A.N.A. 
coin theft reward fund. Dealers in the Chicago metropolitan area, as defined 
by the U.S. Bureau of Census, were declared ineligible for bourse tables at 
the Chicago convention, as are all A.N.A. officers. A change in the exhibit 
rules provides for recognition plaques for all noncompetitive exhibitors at 


A.N.A. conventions but bars them from entering in any competitive class. 
Epilogue 


Many other items of business and problems facing the growing Association 
were considered and are being pursued actively. Further details and progress 
reports will be made known through The Numismatist and other publications as 
they become available. While the board members were unanimous in their desire 
to foster growth and progress of the entire hobby, they are keeping in mind 
the need for careful study and planning of changes to the end that each of its 
decisions be made on sound basis and practical considerations. In line with 
this, President Rothert gave each board member time for full discussion of all 


items considered.

ec) If you suggest assisting members in writing or publishing 
monographs, you enter an area where a lazy man can impose 
on the Committee, or try to. I think this should be avoided. 


ad) I would also avoid soliciting papers from other clubs, and 
the distribution of papers presented before the W.P.N.S. 
The first, upon the ground that this imposes too much upon 
the Committee in tracking down such papers, and is likely to 
get only lip service. The second upon the gromwmd that we 
probably won't have funds to provide copies of our papers,

Mr. Schwartz's resignation was entirely voluntary on his part and was 
due solely to the pressure of other affairs, and not to any conflict of 
interests. His engagement as General Secretary of Professional Numis—- 
matists Guild did not come about until several weeks later. The Edito— 
rial Staff of The Numismatist and the Board of Governors regret any 
misconstruction that may have been brought about by this error in report= 


ing the actual situation, and hasten to do what they can to correct it. 


In the September 3 A.N.A- release entitled "Houston Convention 
Briefs," the statement that Elston Bradfield's editorship started with 
the October 1954 issue should have read January 1954 issue. Thus he will 
have completed 12 full years as Editor of The Numismatist with the Decem— 
ber 1965 issue, at which time his resignation becomes effective. Also it 
Should have been noted that he is a member of the committee which is 
studying The Numismatist for possible improvements, and that he concurred 


in all of its suggested changes. 
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A Novice Looks At Numismatics

Talk delivered at the July 14 meeting of Western Reserve Numismatic Cluk 


If you had a knowledgeable numismatist as a speaker this evening, you. 
might have to sit through an hour's presentation. Instead, you have mes: @ 
novice who knows about 15 mimtes worth. 

May I ask you all to think back and try to remember what you had learned 
at the age of 3 years? Not very mech, had you? At the age of 5, a bit more 
maybe? Well, that is exactly the story of my life in the field of numis- 
matics. Five years of growing and now beginning to know a pit. My first 
year in this field began when someone gave me a penny book at Christmas and 
told me if I filled up all the holes by next Christmas, Santa would leave a 
bundred dollar bill in the sock. This is going to be easy, I thought, and 
then proceeded to give it the maximum effort. 

I worked very hard, checking my change, my family's change, all of my 
friends' change and, well, it got to the point of silly jokes - you all know 
as kind. Anyhow, did I make it? Nof after one whole year of searching 
through many palms, I still had nine holes empty. ‘So, no mndred dollar bill. 

However, the very next week in a cab I, as usual, asked the driver if I 
could look through his change (you can see by now I was asking everyone) and 
it turned out he was a coin collector. He asked me if I subscribed to Coin 
World, which he called the collector's bible. I said "no" and he gave me his 
copye I read it and realized this coin collecting was quite a bit more than 
just filling up holes in a book. So I myself subscribed and started to read 
each copy; alao I bought the redbook and the blug book. I started going to 
banks for rolls to search through, because in the "coins found" section of 


the paper everyone was finding the elusive 1909-S and the 1931-S and all

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sorts of goodies by that method. I bought tubes; I started saving duplicates; 
I used the trade section; and by now I was saving pennies, nickels, dimes, 
quarters, halves and silver dollars. I bought books om grading. Oh boy, I 
thought, I'm a real coin collectoré 

The tubes kept piling up - two years in the field and still so young “a 
stupid. Why? Because a coin collector is nothing but a hoarder! But in the 
third year four exciting things happened, two involving beginner's luck and 
two which graduated me into the kindergarden of numismatics. 

Every time I had my hair done at a beauty salon, I was now making it a 
point to stop at the nearest bank so that, while other women were reading, 
knitting or just napping, I could search through rolls of coins with a magni- 
fying glass. They probably though I was some kind of a nut; especially one 
day when I let out a scream and all the attendants rushed over thinking the 
dryer was on fire. The real reason for the scream was that I'd found a very 
fine 1950=-D Jefferson. Now, that book was complete. The very next week I 
found my 1928 peace dollar. Beginner's luck? You bet. ‘Two key holes filled 
up - graded and inventoried. Friends, those are the key words used by a coin 
collectors “graded and inventoried." Who designed them? What part of Ameri- 
ca's history do they represent? These and many other questions I couldn't 
have answered if a $1,000 bomus had been offered to me. 

Then the third thing came along. In all honesty, I must confess that I 
was shamed into becoming a numismatist by a 13 year old boy. It happened 
this ways In talking about their children (as mothers love to do) a friend 
of my mother's discovered that I was interested in coins. She called me to 
ask for assistance in selecting some books on coinage for her son‘s birthday 
gift. Not knowing what he already owned, I invited them to lunch and, oh 


brother, I found out he already had the redbook, the blue book, and books on

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Canadian and foreign coins. Then came the really great shocks’ He started 
asking me all sorts of questions - historical questions and many others. I 
couldn't answer any of them - couldn‘t help him at all, but he surely helped 
“me to realize that I didn't know one iota of the serious study of numismatios. 
I realized that up until now I had been nothing but a collector of ote 
Well, the next 6 months were quite different, and now I was sitting 
under the dryer with my first study books. Finally, at the age of 41, I was 
able to converse with a 13 year old numismatist. Oh, I was still reading my 
weekly coin paper, and that is where number 4 happening comes in. Returning 
from Pittsburgh where my television commercial work is usually done and going 
through the mail which had piled up, I saw a very familiar face looking at me 
from the pages of Coin World. It was Fred Rosenthal, mentioned as the presi- 
dent of the Western Reserve Numismatic Club. Both he and I had been executives 
at the May Company, he as merchandise manager and I as fashion director. Both 
of us had left the company by now, but 1 thought why not give him a call and 
congratulate him. I did, and he invited me to attend a meeting of the WRNC 
that week. Gentlemen, it was here I was to find my kindergarden education in 
our wonderful hobby nurtured to its present level. How lucky to have attended 
this meeting first, for I was invited and did go to another club‘s meeting. 
The club shall be nameleas but the circumstances were 60 regretful that I mst 
tell you about it. While it was quite obvious to you that I was a greenhorn 
in the field, you gentlemen at least answered my questions. But at the other 
meeting, which was quite social, all they cared about was how much money I 
had to invests Although called a coin club, it was strictly an investment 
club - investments in coins, investments in a new member's ability to purchase 
coins, investments by backers in the club of the bourse tables. In other 


words, no interest in the real study of numismatics, just a whale of a lot of 


r interest 
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interest in profit - theirs, of course. Membership in that olub would have 
kept me at the hoarder level. I sadly noted that they had @ lot of young 
people in attendance and seemed to be counting the heads and labeling then 
all as new profit patsys. Well, after that I cane back here to another 
meeting of a real numismatic club to be saved. 

I can't tell you how much it was appreciated when, as a comparatively 
junior member, I was made publicity reporter for our club, for through this 
position my knowledge grew and grew. In all serious undertakings one learns 
more if he has to pay his way with duty and service. Each month I listened 
and learned from the knowledgeable member speakers, and will confess I even 
purchased books on your specialised fields so I could better write reports 
to the various publications. That same year it was exciting to know that be- 
cause of my request Mayor Locher proclaimed National Coin Week locally. Then 
too, it was great to correlate the exhibit representing our club at a bank 
showings And it was stimlating to work at the information booth at the 
A.HeA. Gleveland convention. 

So, gentlemen, I paid with a bit of duty, but was repaid freely by the 
sincerely expended knowledge of you real numismatists. I mst add that I 
found the exhibits made by our members at each meeting wonderful. To me they 
are honey drops of knowledge in variously interesting and unknown subjects in 
our field. In my mind they are show, tell, and mainly help - real help to a 
novice like me. | 

My thanks go to another member who started me on my very own specialty 
of animal coins and tokens. In these times I wouldn’t have known what to do 
without it. Many of you members have graciously added to my collection, and 
I find it a wary fine study because it includes ancient, foreign and modern 


coinage from all parts of the world. Researching is a challenge and I do 


| nave 
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have many coins to study and classify before assembling a comprehensive visual 
exhibit I cam be proud of. Rit, may I add, my knowledge is growing and I love 
my excellent coins of Ireland, my elephants of Belgian Congo, my llama of | 
Bolivia, my lundy puffin - just all of them. I now have 56 completely re- 
searched pieces but desperately need help in the token section. In this 
specialty it is my dream to one day own the Panama Pacific quarter eagle with 
the hippocampus, that beautiful mythical sea creature with the head of a 

horse and the tail of a dolphin. 

I have had my interest in our hobby both sustained and stimulated by 
concentrating in this special field, mainly because the prices of American 
coins I lack make them unobtainable financially at the present cost level; 
unobtainable not just to me but to many, many novices who were warmly wel- 
comed into the hobby. Each day the papers crow about the upsurge in figures 
of new coin buffs. Oh yes, the figures are growing, but growing with what - 
into what? On April 1 I became a member of the American Numismatic Associ- 
ation; another step forward. I notice that there are several hundred new 
members listed each month but the net membership is not growing very Sante 
What happens to the others? 

We serious novices find ourselves embroiled not in a hobby anymore but 
embroiled in big business. We are scapegoats caught suddenly in a big mesh 
and mess. We're still honest, innocent and ignorant, for the most part. We 
can't understand what the deuce is happening. And there are many like me, 
now 5 years old in this oldest of studies, and we don‘t know where we are 
goinge The numbers do swell, but where do we now dwell? Do you knowledge- 
able members know? Like me, there are many who seriously analyze any under- 
taking. We analyze our jobs, people, hobbies, and especially the times. It 


is because of this that I wish to ask, gentlemen, when you were 5 years

Were you faced with glaring looks from bank personel who don't hesitate 
to blame you for the coin shortage? 

Were you written about, and rudely, I might add, by newspapers and maga 
zines as that nasty coin collector who's a real a er to the country's 
economy? 

Were you clumped in a lump called coin collectors and blamed for that 
very shameful run on silver dollars? 

Were you confronted, and quite suddenly, with 9,999,999 coin hoarders 
all looking for the same coin with a mintage of 866,000? 

In your 5th year in the hobby, were you harassed by business men invading 
your hobby with an eye on profit only; men who badgered you with phony coin 
investment plans with an eye not really on your future but just on their own 
greedy and immediate profits?

We novices are more than willing to be working privates in your 
fighting army of defenders. Right now we i looking to our own numismatic 
generals for clarification and orders. I care, we care; we care a lot. 


Gentlemen, do you? If you do — really do - show us, show me, lead the way!

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"reproduction" incused in the metal or printed on the paper thereof, with 
the exception of items produced prior to 1933 and generally accepted by 


numismatists and not in any way misrepresented as genuine;

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IMPORTANCE OF A POST OFFICE 
BOX MAILING ADDRESS FOR 
COIN CLUBS 


Reprinted from Club Report of Numismatic 
News, Vol. Il, No. 3. 


Nearly every coin club would find it ad- 
vantageous to have a Post Office Box as a 
permanent mailing address, yet only a rela- 
tive few maintain such a facility. 

The advantages of maintaining such a per- 
manent address are numerous, and should 
easily offset the low cost of renting a box. 
Unfortunately a very high percentage of the 
clubs completely overlook that matter when 
going through their normal business routine. 


Clubs maintaining a Post Office Box mail- 
ing address seldom encounter delays in the 
delivery of mail due to a change of officers, 
a situation which in many instances where 
mail is delivered to a home or business ad- 
dress results in an eventual loss of the ma- 
terial. 


In many instances the loss of such mail, or 
an extraordinary delay in its final delivery, 
can result in the club membership at large 
missing out on an activity or opportunity 
which would be of advantage to them if they 
had the opportunity to participate. This is 
especially true in the case of clubs which 
meet on’ a monthly basis, as mail is seldom 
dated much more than a month in advance. 

Thus, if the person to whom mail is ad- 
dressed receives it at his home or place of 
business, and forgets to bring it to the first 
meeting, or is for some reason absent from 


the meeting, it may be too ~., the time 
the next meeting convenes. If mail is de- 
livered to a Post Office Box, it will be re- 
ceived by the new officers at that address, 
thus avoiding the necessity for reliance on 
others. 

The use of a permanent Post Office Box 
number for the official address of a coin club 
also tends to add permanence to the stature 
of the club, as many of the older long- 
established clubs maintain such an address. 
However, this is only a by-product of the 
two main purposes outlined above. 

Numbered among the other obvious bene- 
fits of utilizing a Post Office Box address are, 
a separation of business or home life from 
club activities on the part of officers, a con- 
venient reception point for volume mail re- 
ceived due to club projects, and others too 
numerous to mention.

Island, Texas and Wyoming. ‘he sovernors of Delaware, New York and Penn- 


sylvania sent letters of encouragement and good wishes. 
Summary Comments 
The first thing one thinks upon seeing the above list is: "Was that 
all?" I'll admit feeling that way, too. The A.N.A. has over 25,000 mem- 
bers, including over 1100 clubs, yet only 55 clubs and 14 individuale sub- 
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mitted reports. letters came before NCW from more than 160 different people 
in the States asking for information about the activity. I heard from 27 
persons in other countries. I wae sure from the publicity I had seen that we 


would receive at least 100 entries. Some of this publicity represented people 


who did not send in reports. Therefore these figures and only 69 entries do 
not represent the actual work done by all of our members and by nonmember 
collectors who helped fight bad publicity by participating in Coin Week. 90, 
we must ack ourselves: "What did we accomplish? What can we do to improve in 
the future?" 


Detailed report: of National Coin Week have not been published before, 
but this is a people's project and it ie only fair for those who contributed 
to it to know the reculte. Thece 69 entries reprecent the work of 734 ex- 
hibitore who placed exhibits in 793 locations. They were recponcible for 
having 656 articles and 267 pictures published for a total of 7150 inchee of 
numismatic publicity. Or, if you wish, nearly 600 column feet. They gave 
191 numismatic talks, totaling 5519 minutes or 92 houre, almost 4 daye of 
talking. They obtained 2996 radio spot announcements, and were on 134 other 
radio programs, which totaled to 3425 minute: of radio time. According to 
a statement by one radio etation, a spot announcement coste $3.00. At thie 


rate, those 2996 announcements alone would have cost about $9,000 if bought. 


These clube and individuale obtained 176 «pot announcemente on television, 
Plue being on 32 other TV programe for a total of 554 minutes, or 94+ houre 
of TV time. Official proclamations were signed by 19 state governore, and 
local officials signed 126 proclamations. A total of 115 new membere were 
obtained for the A.N.A., and 885 new members were cimmed up in other numie-— 
matic organizations. They put on 117 especial evente and then paid $111.43 
to mail in their scrapbooks and official entry report-. Certificatee of 


participation are going to 1334 people, including 82 to other countrie-.

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Three Firsts for A.N.A. Houston Convention 


We are proud of the Houston exhibitors' medal. To our knowledge, this 
is the first time a specially designed medal has been struck for exhibitors 
at an American Numismatic Association convention. This bronze uniface medal 
features both sides of the official convention medal, which clearly marks it 
as a memento of the 1965 Houston convention. The lamp of knowledge, that 
familiar feature of the A.N.A. seal, seems to shed light on the inscription

Republic of Texas Coin 


Here is another exciting first for your 74th convention. On display 
will be this coin which was overstruck on a Republic of Colombia 8 escudo of 


1828. The Colombia coin is no. 54 in Friedberg's Gold Coins of the World. 


The obverse shows a star, symbol of Texas, superimposed on a wreath. 
Around this symbol is the inscription "Republic of Texas . 1839." The in- 
scription around the outer surface reads "Republic de Colombia 1828."" The 


reverse has been overstruck with a Liberty Cap and rays and inscribed 
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"Houston Treas. Dept. 16d. 8 e. a1 As on the obverse, the surrounding 
inscription is that on the original coin, "Popayan 8. e f. m" = Popayan 


being the place of minting. 


This supposedly unique Republic of Texas coin has been analyzed for its 
metallic content and found to be gold. Its weight and measurements are the 
same as the Colombia 8 escudo of 1828. Who can say where or by whom it was 
made? Why was it made if not for ultimate use as a Texas coin? We cannot 
answer these questions but can tell you that this particular piece was re- 
ceived by a Minnesota banker in 1876. It was kept in his family until a few 


years ago. Finally returned to Texas, it's in the collection of a native son. 


Controversial? Yese Mysterious? Certainly. Interesting and worthy of 
study? Most assuredly.

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A.N.A. Headquarters In Colorado Springs 


The building site in Colorado Springs for the new headquarters of the 
American Numismatic Association is offered on a lease arrangement with The 
Colorado College for a term of 99 years at an annual rental of $1.00, with 
the privilege of renewal for an additional period of 99 years. The site 
contains in excess of 30,000 square feet of buildable space for present and 
future development. It is located in a beautiful section of Colorado Springs 
on a wide tree-lined boulevard on the perimeter of Colorado College campus 
and close to downtown Colorado Springs. | 

Negotations for the site are being handled locally by an A.N.A. com- 
mittee composed of Keith Hook, Al Overton and Ralph Cleaver, with William 
Henderson as chairman. Copies of the first draft of the lease are now being 
studied by the Association's legal counsel and officials to provide a simple 
and workable arrangement for the A.N.A. operations. Meanwhile preliminary 
studies are underway on the extent and nature of the facility we will build 
to house our consolidated and reconstituted organization. 

In selecting Colorado Springs many things were considered by the A.N.A. 
site committee and board. In addition to a free, valuable and highly desir- 
able site in a climate free of extremes, the surrounding area rated highly 
as an appropriate setting for the A.N.A. home and headquarters. 

The Rocky Mountains provide a backdrop of spectacular beauty with match- 
less mountain scenery, snow capped peaks and multi-hued canyons. Within min- 
utes you can be in the Garden of the Gods, one of America's most scenic areas. 
A few minutes more to the west and you can be at the summit of Pikes Peak, 
towering 14,000 feet high, for an unsurpassed view of the Rocky Mountains. 


A short drive to the north you can visit one of our country's finest educa- 
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tional institutions, the U. S. Air Force Academy. Further to the north, 

about an hour's drive on a four lane interstate highway, is Denver, home of 
the U. S. Denver Mint. Colorado Springs is readily accessible by almost 
hourly air flights and excellent highways. The metropolitan Colorado Springs 
area has a population in excess of 140,000 and a rapidly sfoacdine industrial, 
military and cultural complex. 

The entire building project is moving forward toward an early realiza- 
tion of a long standing dream. The fund drive has progressed beyond the 
expectations of most members who saw it off to a start just a year ago. The 
total dollar result has been gratifying to committee members and efticers. 

However, the goal of $250,000 has not been reached yet. An analysis of 
the lists of donors, which have been published monthly in The Numismatist, 
shows that many A.N.A. individual members have not contributed directly to 
the building fund. Surely there are many others who'll want to say "I helped 
make the headquarters a reality - my donation paid for part of the steel, 
bricks and concrete of which it's made."

The A.N.A. on Capitol Hill 


With several measures before Congress that might have a bearing on coin 
collecting and the American Numismatic Association, Washington Educational - 
Committee Chairman S. W. Freeman spent June 21-24 on Capitol Hill. Among 
other lawmakers and officials, he visited the delegation from his home state, 
Arkansas, and some members of the Banking and Currenoy Committees of both 


Houses of Congress. 


Freeman found that the stature of coin collectors on the Hill is better 
than has been indicated on occasions, but there is still room for improve- 
ment. The individual collector is not looked upon with disfavor, but some 
practices of certain elements are opposed. Although Freeman found a friendly 
and cordial reception as a representative of A.N.A., he suggests that our own 
house, ieee coin collecting, should be put in better order and our aims be 


made more widely known. 


In one office he was asked the pointed question, "In what way do you 
want to educate us?" Freeman replied that the Association wants to better 
relations between the coin collector and governmental representatives, and to 
give them a better understanding of the problems and views of the average 
coin collector. He found practically everyone anxious to get such helpful 
information, and the majority pleased to know that A.N.A. favored enactment 
of the administration's coinage bill, S.2080, in its original form. 


"Passage of this major bill would seem to preclude further consideration 
of other bills relating to coinage in this session of Congress," reported 
Freeman. In addition to meeting various key members of both Houses of Con- 
gress and, in some cases, their administrative assistants, he visited the 
Director of the Office of Gold and Silver Operations, and the Office of the 
Director of the Mint. As in other places, he found the officials ready to 


discuss matters of mutual interest in an air of friendliness. 


Freeman took advantage of the opportunity to visit the A.N.A. curator 
of coins, Dr. V. Clain-Stefanelli, in the Smithsonian Institution, and to 
discuss with him the A.N.A. numismatic museum in the proposed new head- 
Quarters. Following his four day stay in Washington, Freeman attended the 
RCDA convention in Syracuse, N.Y. where a table had been provided for him 


as representative of the A.N.A.

Restrictive Legislation Opposed 
Presumably many collectors know of some of the legislation being 
proposed on Capitol Hill that relates to coinage and coin collecting. 
The American Numismatic Association is not in favor of promiscuous hoarding 
or speculating in circulating U. S. coins. It is in favor of measures aimed 
at preventing melting of our coins and curtailing their exportation as deemed 


hecessary. 


} 
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However, the A.N.A. does not subscribe to governmental interference 
with legitimate collecting or transactions between coin dealers and collectors. 
Portions of Senate bill C. 2012 would appear to give the Treasury Department 
authority which could be used to restrict many coin collectors, particularly 
youths and amateurs from which groups come our future numismatists. The 
A.N.A. Washington Educational Committee has been and still is in close touch 
with Washington officials on this matter. This applies to Senator Bible's 
bill S. 2012 and a later and nearly identical bill designated S. 2036. 

It is suggested that individual collectors write to their respective 
senators and congressmen, expressing opposition to any legislation which 


might hamper collectors in the pursuit of their hobby.

Coin World Story 
Brings About Return 


Of Missing Banknotes 
A news story in the pilot edi- 
tion of Coin World brought about 
the return of a pair of banknotes 
missing in New York city. 
When New York coin dealer, L. 
S., Werner, nead the description 
in Coin World he remembered he 
had purchased just such a pair of 
notes in a large lot of currency 
obtained from another dealer. 


The pair of notes were easily 
identifiable. They were uncut $10 
and $20 notes that had been car- 
ried by their owner, John W. 
McKee since 1912, 

“They were in very worn condi- 
tion,’ said Werner, who returned 
the notes to the dealer from whom 
he had purchased them with in- 
structions to turn them over to the 
New York police. 


McKee, who had lost the bills 
in a New York hotel while on a 
shopping visit, had asked coin 
dealers and banks to be on the 
lookout for them. 

He had carried the bills as 
mementos. because his signature 
appeared as assistant cashier gn 
the notes.

A.N.A. Bylaws Changes 


As reported in May (p. 691) the board of governors, at its March 22-24 
meeting, approved minor changes in the Association's bylaws to bring them in 
conformity with present practices and conditions. Changes from the bylaws 
published in the May, 1964 "History, Bylaws and Membership" listing are as 
follows, with deleted portions enclosed in brackets and additions in Seatac 

Article 1, Sec. 3, subsec. (b) - Any application made under this subsec- 
tion shall be accompanied by a copy of the constitution and bylaws of said 
applicant unless this requirement is specifically waived by the (Board of 
Governors) Executive Secretary. 

Article IV, Sec. 1 — The elected officers of the Association (are: 
President, First Vice President, Second Vice President, Executive Secretary, 
Treasurer and) shall be a Board of nine Governors which shall include the 
‘President, First Vice President, and Second Vice President. (On and after 
August 10, 1963 the Executive Secretary and Treasurer shall be appointed by 
-the Board of Governors. ) 

Article IV, Sec. 1, subsec. (a) - No member shall be eligible for elec- 
tion as President or First Vice President unless he shall have first been 
elected and served at least one term as a member of the Board of Governors. 

(Second Vice President, Treasurer or Executive Secretary of the Association,) 

Article IV, Sec. 3, subsec. (a) - (To supervise all educational programs 
of the Association and report thereon to the President. ) 

Article IV, Sec. 4, subsec. (b) ~ (To aid and supervise the district or 
club representatives in the performance of their duties. ) 

Article IV, Sec. 4, subsec. (c) - (To require the district or club rep- 
resentatives to render to him reports as requested at least once a year and 
make a report thereof to the President. ) 


Article IV, Sec. 5. — (The Board of Governors shall consist of nine mem- 
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bers, including the President, First Vice President and Second Vice Presi- 
dent.) The Board of Governors shall have the power to act on the affairs and 
business of the Association, including but not being limited to: 

Article IV, Sec. 5, subsec. (h) — Appoint anmally an Executive Secre- 
tary; Assistants to the Executive Secretary; Editor; Assistant Editor; 
Assistants to the Editor; Advertising Manager; Assistant to the Advertising 
Manager; (an Editor of the official magazine; Assistant Editors, ) Public 
Relations Officer; (a) Librarian; (and an) Assistant to the Librarian; 
Treasurer; Legal Counsel; Curator; Assistant Curator; Curator of Medals; 
Custodian of Slides; Historian; Sergeant at Arms; Assistants to Sergeant at 
Arms; Custodian of the Archives; Washington, D.C., Representative. (and fix 
the compensation of each. If deemed advisable, more than one position may 
be held by the same person. ) 

Article IV, Sec. 5, subsec. (n) — (Appoint annually a Curator of Medals, 
Assistant to Executive Secretary, Curator of Slides, Historian, Sergeant at 
Arms, Assistant Sergeants at Arms, and Custodians of Archives. ) 

Article IV, Sec. 5, subsection (0) becomes subsection (n) 

Article IV, Sec. 5, subsection (p) becomes subsection (0) 

Article IV, Sec. 5, subsection (q) becomes subsection (p) 

Article VII, Sec. 4. - (To expedite the work of such convention, ) As soon 
as it shall be expedient to do so, the President shall each year appoint: 

subsec. (a) A Committee on Credentials (, of not less than three mem- 
bers, ) whose duty shall be to report the presence of a quorum at the first 
business meeting of the convention. 

subsece (b) A Committee on Papers (, of not less than five members, ) 
whose duty shall be to invite members and others to furnish papers (to be 
read at the convention. ) which will be considered for publication. 


Subsec. (c) An Election Committee when requested by the Board of Gover- 
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nors (, of not less than three members, ) whose duty shall be to report the 
results of an election at the last business meeting of the convention. 

subsece (d) A Resolutions Committee (, of not less than five members, ) 
whose duty shall be to consider all matters referred to it and report thereon 
as soon as convenient. 

subsec. (e) An Auditing Committee (, of not less than five members, ) 
whose duty shall be to audit such reports and accounts as may be referred to 
it and report thereon as soon as convenient. The Board of Governors may 
retain the services of a certified public accountant or firm of public ac- 
countants to (aid the auditing committee in its work.) audit the books of 
the Association. 

Article VIII, Sec. 2 - Reproduction of the Association's Seal shall be 
used for no purpose other than official stationery and official publications, 


except with the written authorization or approval of the Board of Governors.

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1965 A.N.A. Convention Medal 


The familiar lamp of knowledge resting on a volume of ancient history, 
the main feature of the official seal of the American Numismatic Association, 
has been used on the Houston convention medal to depict the position and main 
function of our parent organization in the numismatic world. In keeping with 
the objects of A.N.A., the design shows the lamp of knowledge spreading rays 
of numismatic enlightenment and friendship throughout the world. The inter—- 
national complexion of A.N.A., and the world-wide interest in our hobby, is 
as the sun's rays touching the lives of fallow collectors to the far flung 
corners of the earth. The designers envision numismatic rays of knowledge 
and fellowship nurturing and warming numismatists through fraternal sharing 
and closeness just as the sun warms and nurtures earthly creatures. 

Sam Houston, the Pikes Texas statesman, is symbolic of Hoawtin, the 
city, a Southland titan. In 1917 the Women's City Club of Houston was look= 

‘ ing for a worthwhile civic project. At the suggestion of the late Judge 
Charles E. Ashe, they decided to sponsor a lasting memorial to General Sam 
Houston. The project was launched through the pages of the local press from 
which we quote, "Since the citizens of Houston are beneficiaries of ig. 
(Houston's) service and heirs to the heritage of glory he and his dauntless 
(bequeathed) band bequeted to coming generations, it is just and proper that Houstonians 
| consumate the patriotic purpose to perpetuate the neues of the statesman, 
soldier and patriot, Sam Houston." 

So it was that by public donations the project took form and the late 
Enrico Filberto Cerracchio, a caked Goueton sculptor, was campleaiened in 
1922 to do the work. This heroic bronze equestrian statue was unveiled Aug- 
ak 16, 1925. Standing guard at the entrance to Hermann Park, a shaded re- 


treat in the heart of Houston, Sam Houston, father of Texas freedom, points

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the way to the San Jacinto Battlefield, birthplace of Texas freedom. 

A more fitting symbol of the dynamic city ies in Sam Houston's honor 
could not be found. He was the man whose vibrant abilities caused him to 
cast aside the chains of his Cherokee Chieftaincy, just as the city has 
loosed its energies to build a vibrant metropolis with its potential in the 
stars. 

The medal design is the work of two Greater Houston Coin Club members, 
Diane Holmes and Doris Martin. From their sketches and ideas, Edward E. 
Grove of Drexel Hill, Pas, did the sculpturing. Mr. Grove has won equal 
fame as a painter, a sculptor and an engraver. His many works include the 
engraving of portraits or vignettes for nine United States postage stamps. 
This is of especial interest to Texans because among the nine was the 1936 
Texas Centennial Commemorative issue. 

Medallic Art Company of New York City, a firm known for the finest 
workmanship, prepared the dies and struck issues in bronze and silver. The 
bronze medal illustrated will be part of your identification badge included 
in the $3.00 registration fee. 

Serially numbered bronze and silver pairs will be available at the con- 
vention. Encased in gold lettered white plastic, they will sell for $12.50 
the pair. You may reserve your pair by writing to the convention address, 
where prepaid orders will be accepted until August 10. If you prefer, you 
can reserve your pair along with your advance registration for the convention.

“Ships on Coins at the May meeting. 

Tne program for the evening was presented by Dr. Robert J. adeon on "U.S. Territorial 
Gold Coins”.

Tee one most significant being toat se 
returned East in order to sue toe U.S. Government for releasing the information toat 
gold had been discovered on his property. Tile sult was finelly decided ia favor of 
Sutter aad he received a casi. settlement.

Meny other revealing and interesting fects concerning the Par West gold issues 
were discussed by Doe and bis aceonpanying display was described. Some of the more 
notable pieces on display were a $1.00 Pacific Co. pattern (3 known), the $2@-1/2 U.S. 
issue of 1048 ineused wits CAL, and 1652 $20 Clark Gruber struck on a U.S. $20 gold 
piece, the 1651 $5 piece of Schulte & Co., a $1 round California piece, a $5 Moffat 
Co., @ $2+1/2 Mormon and many others. ‘In addition, Doc had on display many early 
books on Territorial Coinage. In all, a most enjoyable and informative talk delivered 
in Doe's inimitable style.
